/ BUDDHIST ACTIVITIES 
eet Informant [____] advised in February, 1941, b7D 
that Buddhism in Japan dates irom 553 A.D. and became almost immediately a : 
state religion. With the beginning of the Tokugawa Shongunate, Shinto was | 
invited as a state religion ue official recognition of Buddhism ceased to { 
exist. It, however, remained as the dominant religion of thu Japanese people | 
and is such today. Shinto and Confucianism also. exerted a great deal of | 

influcnee upon Buddhism of Japan so that Japanese Budthism is quite different 
from the Buddhism of Indin. In Japan Buddhism is a distinct religious movement | 
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intensely individuelistic and strongly nationalistic. 


The Shinsu Sect wos originated about 1200 4.D. and is 
ony of the powerful sects with tomples, shrines and educaticnal in- 
stitutions throughout Japan. It begnn as a retorm movoment against 
the extreme monasticism of the older Buddhism, It taught a more modern 
conception of religion, a more Liberal interpretation of the teachings 
of BUDDHA snd innds allowance for a kind of heaven, « western Paradise, 
which older Buddhism did not recognize. 


The Shinsu Sect of Buddhism shares the ficld with other 
forms of Japanese Buddhism in being intensely notionalistic in enthusiasm. 
Its fountain head is in Jepan; it is wound up in Japanese tricditions and 
institutions; ond its privsthood is produced and trained in Jupan, some 
of them speaking io Mnglish nd pa6st of them speckiny, it voorly.

Bishop RYOTE HATSUKAGE is the ranking ccclesiastic of 
the Shinsu Sect of Buddhism in North jmerica. The American establishment 
was known 2s the Hongwangi Buddhist Missionvof North ¢mcrica, with San 
Francisco as its headquartors and the tempi: at 1681 Pine Street, San 
Francisco as its principal temple, The fohinsu Sect is by far the strongest 
sect in this country, having some 60 temples in the United States, 35 
of which ere in Caliiornia. Membership totels some 60,000 in California 
alone, Other sects are relutively stall and unimportant. 


The Young Men's Buddhist Associstion connectcd with the 
Shinsu Movement his « membership of some 6,000 young men between the 
aves of 16 and 25, and serves a5 2 means of prosclyting among the young 
Japanese. In addition there are thousands of childron belonging to 
Sunday Schools throughout the state who ure regulerly trained cach week 
in the principles,of Buddhism. 


Confidential Informant[ had previously cdvised on 
January 30, 1941, tht all Sunday Schools attached to Buddhist Churches 
took weddy colluctions for the dJepenese army ond Navy Fund. In the 
Sundey School depiurtment of one of the major churches in San Francisco, 
vith chila attending had a bullet shiped bank and vach Sunday the child 
marched past this bank .nd deposited his punnics or other coin. The 
money so collucted was forworded to the dapunuse military and nowl forces 
in Japen through the Japenese Consulate General in San krancisco, 


Confidential IntormentL____] advisud on may 2, 1941, that 
the Buddhist Church was thoroughly slive to the fect th:t the trend of 
AMcricen public cpinion wes cgainst the Japanese and that it is urging 
and developing among its members cvery gesture which may surve to disarm 
suspicion of its motives. At the samc tim. it wis sceretly telling its 
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members to be loyal to dJapiun. The Young Buddhists Association is also 
continually striving to create the iupression thet thoy arc loyal 
americuns, iccording to Confidential Informant

that Bishop iaTSUK.GH# informed hin that during July and August, 1941, 
the lendersof the Buddhist movement re to be called in from #11 over

Nhe HAYMOND em UGHTON, 2932 Suventy~sixth Avenue, O.klond, 
Cilifeurnin, sbibea on duly 14, 1941, that ho hid just roturncd from Japan 


where he hed beon a missiunary dor thartesn yours. He advissd tht he wis 
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forced to return to the United States when the Japanese Government passed 
a law requiring that all religious orders must have a Japanese for their 
head, ami also thut all religious orders must worship the Emperor of 
Japan as their God. McMAUGHTON iurther advised that beitore leaving Japan 
he was ulcer surveillance by the Japanese police. He stated that he 
ascertained through a triend that he and his wife were listed as Fifth 
Volumists and woulda be among the first to be arrested in the event of 
trouble with the United States. He also stated that the Shinto pricsts 
in Jagan have been raised to the status of military officers, t!cercby 
makin, then in the same position as the Gestapo in Germany. He further 
stutvda that Budchist oriest have the same rating as Shinto privsis but 
that they do not have equal powers, Hovever iichAUGHTOL stated that in 
his opinior they ure just as dungerous.

Tho Christian Jupanese, due to their religion, make 
more Ainerlean vorbocts, Thue Buddhist Sunday Schools arc conducted by 
Japwaese cducutcd teachers, l.rgel Kibsis, who know and understand 
Japan and it is, theretore, to be inferred tht these Sunday Sehools 
pli.ce . stronzer vinghasis on Jupanuse teachiugs than those of the Christisn 
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For example at the Zen Temple in San Francisco, a society 
was inaugurated in which each child at the Sunday School contributed a 
penny tor each story told them by the teacher who was either the oriest 
or a Kibei., The stories were all with a Japanese background, and although 
helping iu money, they did. ore benefit to Japan us propazanda in thet 
the Nisei from three to ten years of age were thercby tauzht a great deal 
about Japan. This system wos discortinued. 


Confidential Iniormunt also stautod that he has 
never foun a thoroughly Amcricaunigzcd Japenese priest; that thoy are 
extremely Japanese miideds and that such is quite natural inasmuch as 
Luganisn is the strongest religion iu Jaupen and Christianity is losing 
anfluenee there. 


Confidential Informant [also advisea thet the 
Buddhist churches have women's cuxillierics who have wcbivoly partici- 
peted in making co.fort bags ior Japenese soldicrs, in coliccting 
tinfoil, in moking dapenusu Red Cross crives, «nd in cther ways do their 
purt os Japinese subjects, and enlist the support of second generation 
Jupanese wherever possible to the und that Japen woulda be cided in her 
war ogainst Chine. The Buddhists have also cocperstud in the orzeni- 
action of various clubs such cs Togo-Kai (Admiral TOGO Memorisl Society) 
end Beiji-K_i (Emperor MLIJI Momori.l Societ,).

Reference is made to Tureau letter dated October 25, 


1941 observing that the practical rasulte of espionage investigations 


concerning Japanese heve been meager, and that it fa believed the 
reason for this undesirable situation ie the dearth of confidentiel 
informants among members of the Japenese race, and further request- 
ing that the Bureau be advised within thirty days what action has 
been taken to develop Japanese confidential informants, and any 
results attendant upon efforts in thia regard. 


During the past five wooka, three agents of this office 
commonly assigned to cases involving Japanese activities have been 
on special assignment investigating Japanese propagandists and 
possible Registration Act violators. Yor this reason, due to lack 
of investigative personnel, it has been impossible to make as 
concentrated an effort in this regard as desired. Despite this 
faot, however, four new confidential informants of Japanese descent 
have been developed. Three of these are Japanese nhewapaper men, 
One each in the Japanese American News, New World Sun, and the San 
Francisco Office of tha Japanese owned and controlled Domei Newa 
Agenay. 


As stated in reference letter from the Bureau, Japanese 
nhewspapermen seem to be purtioularly active in Japanese espionage, 
end contacts of these individuals might produce information of 
inestimable value. This office agreos with the Bureau in this pre- 
mise, and therefore, during the past thirty days has especially 
concentrated efforts toward the development of informants in 
Japanese newspapers. To date rone of these informents have fur- 
nished information on which an espionage investigation has been ---- 
predicnted. Jf Pe PY os 
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The other informant of Japanese descent developed is in 
the insurance and real estate business, and was publicity man for 
the Japanese Consulate during the Golden Gate International Exposi~ 
tion held in San Francisco during 1939 and 1940. This individual 
has many contacts among prominent Japanese in this area, and it is 
felt that valuable information concerning Japanese activities will 
be forthcoming from him in the -eor future, 


in my letter dated Novenber 6, 1941 I pointed out the 
impracticability of attempting to develop reliable confidential 
informants among workore of large Japanese owned and controlled 
organizations for the reason that at the present time these firms 
are made up of individuals of tried and proved loyalty to their 
employers. Effort 1e being continually made, however, to develop 
reliable informants within these organizations. Though no practical 
results have been achieved in the development of informants during 
the past sixty days in these erpanizationg, information has been 
received cencernine a few employees who it is believed can be 
developed into reliable confidentinL informants in the near future. 
A concerted effort will be made to follow up and develcp these 
prospective infomants. 


AS requested in Ruresu letter dated November 18, 1941, 
Bureau file 61-10,556-48, this office will continue endeavors to 
develop confidential informants among individuals of Japanese 
descent, and will keep the Bureau advised of developments in this 
rezard as requested in Bureau letter dated October thy 1941.

Reference is made to your letter dated October 25, 1941 
advising that the Bureau has observed that the practical results 
of espionage investigations of Japanese have been meager and that 
it is believed the specific reasons for this undesirable situation 
is the dearth of confidential informants among members of the 
Japanese race, 


It is true that a large number of investigations have 
becn and are being conducted regarding various subjects whose 
activities have ciused them to be looked upon with suspicion, and 
the practical results of such investigations have been very meager. 
The resson for lack of practical results is that although surveil- 
lances, spot checks, and a thorough and logical investigation of 
individuals reported to be engared in espionage activities has 
been conducted, no evidence has been obtained indicating that any 


‘have been guilty of violating any federal statutes for which prose- 


cution would lie, In all cases reported to this office where there 
was indication of a “possible wiolation of a federal statute, the 


individuals involvéd ‘enjoyed ‘diplomatic. immunity. 

You are advised that this office nas in the past on our 
own initiative, and without being so instructed by the Bureau, taken 
steps to secure and develop confidential informants among members of 
the Japanese race. Every effort will be made in the future to con- 
tinue tne work of developing suitable confidential informants among 
individuals of Japanese descent. This office agrees with the Bureau 
that this is one of the principal sources through which desirable 
information of an espionage character can be obtained and developed. 


I wish to call the attention of the Bureau to the impracti-_ 
cability of attempting to secure reliable confidential inforsants 


‘among the workers of. large Japanese owned and controlled _organizations. 
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Due to the freezing order these firms have only a skeleton force 


Jmade wp of individuals of tried and proved loyalty to their employers, 
/ In the past efforts by this office to develop informants among these 
_ individuals have proved negative, and on at least one occasion this 
| office has learned that an employee, after being contacted by Bureau 


agents, notified her employer. It is therefore seen that such action 
is iapracticable for the reason that it puts Japanese fims on notice 
of the investigations being conducted by the Bureau of Japanese con- 
mercial concerns, 


At the present time this office has.no. confidential informants. 
or_reliable sources of information in Japanese controlled organizations 
who furnish information regarding Japanese espionage activities, "tie" 
have confidential informants in the Kippon Yusen Kaisha Company and 
sources of information in all large Japanese controlled firms, but these 
individuals are either not in a position to know of espionaze activities, 
or if they are in a position to know, are unwilling to furnish information 
of subsersive activities. 


It is respectfully called to the attention of the Bureau 
that individuals of Japanese descent in the employ of Japanese controlled 
business organizations, when contacted express a willingness to serve as 
a source of information; however, when asked to furnish information of 
Japanese espionage activities, they all vehemently state that they have 
no information to give concerning espionage activity on the part of 
Japanese because they are not engaged in such activity. The informa-~ 
tion received of these employees has been on matters of a general intelli- 
gence nature only. 1t is my opinion that these individuals say one thing 
and think another, and vould not cooperate with this office if they 
knew of espionage activities. NE EE: 


No confidential informants have been developed among the 
bersonnel of Japanese newspapers, however, sources of information are 
available in both the Japanese-American News and the New korld Sun daily 
newspapers. Qne_reliable productive confidential informant has been 
developed concerning Japanese activities among Americzn newspaper men.

The contents of this letter are the result of observation 
of the activities of the Japanese, both alien and American-born, 
in the State of California for the past twelve years. 

In the fall of 1929, we suddenly noticed that the Leaves 
on the trees around us were scorched as though they were burned 
with|acia and the air was full of acta fumes. Thinking that a 
chemical f:etory had opened near us, we moved near the Ocean 
Beach in San Francisco where we thought the air would be pure. 
But still we continued noticing this peculiar acia feeling in 
the air, yet we could not account for it. One morning, before 
six o'clock, I happened to notice three| Japanese fishing boats 
anchor a little south of the Golden Gate, about a half mile out 
on the Facific Ocean. Two of them began to Pump out what re- 
sembled steam and smoke. The wind was blowing towards “the lan Fae 
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his incident we made a reat many observations which Pron 
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Every night an army of Japanese go out singly and in pairs 
to parks and wooded hilltops in San Francisco and the Bay Area 
(this is in addition to their fishing boat activities); in fact 
they go anywhere where they can operate unobserved, and pump these 
acid fumes and irritating gases. (More than one kind of fumes are 
used--some are sticky while others are sharply acid. After the 
visit of the Japanese Cadet Good Will Ship, several years ago, 
these fumes became more subtle and less sharp). At night we are 
awakened often by a sound similar to that of the pumping of a 
washing machine, only at a slightly higher pitch; and from our 
windows we can see the fumes pour down the hill from the trees. 
This is not natural fog, but can be easily mistaken for it by 
inexperienced observers, until they notice that it is queer that 
fog should arise from among; trees far removed from a lake, a 
swamp, the ocean, or any other body of water; and that it is odd 
that fog should start on top of a dry hill in a high wind and/or 
on a clear day. ‘Yhen real fog is drifting in from the ocean, 
these fumes combine with the fog, as well as with the tule fogs 
often present in the Fast Bay. The Germans have been using art- 
ificial fog in the present war, so it is not at all improbable 
thet the Japs would use it. for their purposes also. 

The Japs have different methods of spreading these fumes. 
Sometimes it is in the form of the above mentioned white fog, 
while at. other times it consists of a heavy black fog. Frequently 
during the day it takes the form of blue or brown haze against 
the hills and in the sky, particularly noticable against the 
horizon. Often these fumes give the air a deceptive freshness 
and cause it to be unnaturally cold. They are sometimes dryly 


irritating while at other times sticky, caus ing a sticky coating 


noticable on the face, borticularly the lips. These fumes attack 
the sinuses and frontal lobes of the brain, causing dizziness and 
headaches dryness of the resparatory paScages, particularly sore 
throat. They also cause the eyes to redden and smart, becoming 
generally inflamed, and cause a burning sensation of the skin of 
the face. Upon awakening in the morning, the eyelids are very 
often stuck together" and the eyes sting and smart, accompanied 
by sore throat and inflamed nasal passages. This last named 
complaint is so prevalent in this city that it has puzzeled 
doctors as to its cause. 

The Japs are most active between twelve midnight and dawn, 
and most frequently operate from the following points in the 
Bay Area: In San Franciseo: in Sutro Forest; atop Mt. Davidson; 
the area behind Twin Feaks; in Golden Gate Park; in the San Bruno 
Mountains (which are just south of the county line); and other 
points. In the Mast Bay: in the Oakland Hills; and from around 
Mt. Diablo. In Marin County: various points including the area 
around lt. Tamalrias. The Japs we saw were in high boots, drab 
working clothes, and had small farm trucks. (They collect wood 
or anything else they want on the way back to headquarters, ) 

It is dangerous for tone investig‘ators to £0 out to these 
places when the Japs are in action, for anyone's life is in 
danger when the Japs find themselves being observed (there are 
some dngeived murders in Sutro euneed of men who happened to 
walk in there alone); therefore caution and secrecy must be ob- 
served in all investigations. Check on Japs taking buses or 
streetcars, or driving autos between about 4 or S5 p.m and 12:30 
a.m. and 5 a.m. But when sure of the facts, it is well to bring 


them out in the open as the Japs hate publicity. 


Abouy three or four years aro (you can check this in news- 
paper files) a huge cache of acid was found on the border between 
California and Mexico. At the time, the reporters could not im- 
agine what it was for unless it was "to rust the ships on the ocean!, 

The practical Japanese must be getting results with these fumes 
or they would not keep them up, for they are slowly but surely 
undermining the health of the people of the United States. The 
Japs have not missed a single night (or day, where and when une 
observed), for tvelve years. They pump them in stormy or fair 
weather alike--wind, for, rain, or snow make no difference to the 
Japs, but only mke the fumes more dangerous to us by causing 
auto accidents, ete. brought on by dizziness. The aprroach of 
airplanes gives much warning, and the Japs can quickly hide; this 
is one of the reasons that they got rid of the dirizibles (by sab- 
otage) several years ago, as diriribles gave far less warning of 
their approach. 

We in California know the Japanese thoroughly, and know them 
to be treacherous and cruel. They work like termites in this 
country and never stop, while protesting their loyalty to the 
United States. (The American-born Japanese, although United 
States Citizens by birth, owe allesiance first and foremost to 
the Japanese Government and are loyal to it in every way.) It is 
very disturbing to feel that these Japs are able to tnke possession 
of hills and parks, and possibly the whole coast. The Japanese 
here refer to this state as "our California". 

The Japs have been carrying on an undeclared war in this 
country for over tvelve years, and it is high time that the people 
became avare of the fact before it is too late. They re trained 


from childhood in the belief that it is their aestiny to rule the 


world, and to the hate the white man. The Japanese Military are 
the Japanese people; and they believe themselves to be the chosen 


people of this world, They have all the subtelty and patience of 
the Orient, but they fear publicity and the light of day. Their 
apparent law-abiding habits are just a mask for their subversive 
activities. They despise the Americans and the Pritish, and con~ 
sider them sentimental and stupid; they are apparantly right as 
the Japs seem to be able to get away with anything. American 
born Japanese should not be allowed citizenship in the United states, 
nor be allowed in the Army, Navy, Marines, or in hospitals or other 
institutions for the public welfare. (Some years ago when we had 
an epidemic of infantile paralysis in this city, it was found on 
investigation that the epidemic had started in homes where Japan= 
ese were employed. ) 

In the interests of the future security of this country, 
please investigate these and all other Japanese activities 


thoroughly.

The Nippon 
Trade Agency as well as H.K, WATANABE is registered with the State Department 
as an Agency of Propaganda for the Japanese government, and it would 
appear that the sbhoduled closing of thia Agency indicates a definite trend 
on the part of the Japanese Govennment to at least partially dimini sh 
its propagenda efforts in the United States. In connection with the closing 
of the Nippon Trade Agency, extremely interesting information developed 
through ean investigation being conducted by another government agency.

On 20 February 1941, Mro George Marshall, the Assistant Collector 
of Customs at San Francisco, advised the District Intelligence Officer that 
during the pest few months a large quantity of obvious Japanese propagenda 
had been detained by Customs Officials because of certain irregularities in 
connection with ite shipment to the United States. 


In the past it has been the practice of Customs to admit free of 
duty various boxes of printed matter which was shipped to the port of San 
Francisco consigned to the Japanese Consul General. It was the practice of 
the Consul Genera} to write a letter to the Collector of Customs advising 
him that on a certain vessel, certain cases of printed material were being 
shipped, which cases were consigned to the Consul General. The Consul Gen- 
Bral would request that these cases be admitted free of duty. It was sub 
sequently discovered that, although this material was said to be for the use 
of the Congul General, that it would often contain material which was defi~ 
nitely not for his use. Some of the material which came to the attention 
of the Customs Officials were "Certificates of Thanks” which had been issued 
by the Japanese Government in the name of individuals who had contributed 
materially or financially to the Japanese War Relief Fund. The Customs 
Officials aleo learned that meny cases were mislabelled. An example of 
this was the recent shipment of two cases marked “Tokyo Gazette Magazine", 
which contained instead other Japanese propagandae 


In addition to printed propaganda, which had been received here, 
Mr. Marshall also advised that a large number of what were believed to be 
Wer Medals had also been temporarily detained. Upon investigation by agents 
it was learned that theese War Medals were actually small medals which had 
been manufactured for the Japanese Red Cross Society to be worn by members 
of that Society.’ One of these is forwarded herewith as “Exhibit #13"

On February 27, 19/1 lleverend JOHN/ZEMBRMAN, S.V.D., 
Assistant Pastor of Japanese Catholic Mission, 1801 Cctavia Street, 
San Francisco, was interviewed by an agent of this office as a 
preliminary step looking toward the possibility that at some time 
in the future he will furnish to the San Francisco Office the names ae 
of some Christian Japanese members of the Roman Catholic Japanese a é 
ifission who may be developed into informants for this office. The f . 
following information was learned, and is being sent to the Bureau 
for its information. 


FATHER ZIMMER'IAN was born and educated in Germany. In 
1910 he was sent to Japan to engage in missionary work, and remained 
there until 1926. He learned to read and speak the Japanese language 
fluently there, In 1926 he came to San Francisco, and since that 
time has been affiliated with the Japanese Catholic Mission here. 


He asserted that at the present time the Japanese Catholic 
ission in San Francisco has 250 members, representing 100 different 
Japanese families. Practically all members are young people, ard 
only about 25 parents out of the 100 families represented attend 
religious services, Parents from all families represented in the 
parish, despite the fact that they themselves do not attend services, 
are cooperative, and seem wholly in accord with the idea of their 
children being broucht up to practice Christian teachings. According 
to FATHER ZIMMSRAAN most of the parents are very nationalistic and 
loyal subjects of the Imperor of Japan, and would not consider em- 


bracing Christian teachings themselves, but yet they desire their ty 
children to receive a Christian backpround in order that they may Ye

He advised that the Buddhist Priests had not given the 
Japanese Catholic Mission any trouble, and in no way had they tried 
to intluence any of the converts and induce them to remain away from 
the ljissicn, He stated that he had been told, however, by some of 
the parents of his converts that the Buddhist ministers, in asking 
financial support for the Buddhist church, had made the statement 
that the Japanese people were duty bound to support the Buddhist 
Church, regardless of whether they became affiliated with a Christian 
Church. In reference to the activity of Shinto Friests, he stated 
that he knew of no Shinto Friests in the San Francisco area, and had 
never heard of any such ministers ever being located in San Francisco. 


The general tone of the interview with FATHER ZIAMERMAN was 
along religious lines, and the relationship of the Buddhist and Shinto 
Priests with the Christian Church. It was not deemed advisable at 
this first interview, and until the identity and background of FATHER 
ZIAVERMAN was better known, to openly declare the real ourpose of 
calling upon him. For this reason, no mention was made of the possibility 
that he might be able to furnish the names of some Christian Japanese 
members of his missicn who could be developed into informants. 


wention was made, however, in regard to the patriotism and 
loyalty of the Japanese Christians to this country, and he advised 
that the younger children of the Mission had entirely divorced them- 
selves from their parents! native land, and considered themselves 
Americans rather than Japanese. Their parents in most cases were 
still nationalistic and loyal to Japan, and some of them seemed to 
regret the strained relations between the United States and Japan at 
the present time. He advised that in his opinion none of the Japanese 
of his acquaintance were engaged in any activities inimical to the 
best welfare of this country; however, he added that the various 
families represented in the Catholic Mission were of the poorer class 
of people, and hence did not occupy any important government positions, 
and were not in any way associated with the leaders of the Japanese 
populace in this country. 


FATHER 2IiVERVAN appeared friendly and willing to discuss 
freely anvthing mentioned in reference to the Japanese people. He 
is a good conversationalist, and appears to be well informed on the 
religious background of the Japanese. Although it is doubtful that 
any informants can be developed through him who would be in a position 
to furnish information of interest to this Bureau, it is deemed advisable

The Bureau is in accord with your belief that increased efforts 
should be made in Jepanese countcrespionoge, with particular attention 
directed toward escertnining the modus operandi of the Japanese in espionege 
activities. Copies of your letter ore being forwarded herewith to all offices 
receiving copies of this letter for informative purposes. ‘4 


Reference is now made to paragraph 8 of your letter regarding 
“exchange prisoners". It is not entirely clear whether this term refers to 
prisoners of war or citizens of this country being repatriated. Prisoners of " 
war ere not interviewed upon thelr arrival here by Bureau Agents and it is, 
therefore, presumed thet you refer to citizens of this country being repatriated. 
The Bureau policy at the present time Is similar to that contained in this 
pararreph; that 4s, when these individusls arrive they are questioned with a 
view to obtaining all information of value to the Bureau. The reports concern- 
{ng such interrogationa are mada available to the fleld in the event they 
contain pertinent information. Likewise, the probable destination of these 
individuale is usuelly known already to the field inasmuch as an investigation 
is conducted prior to thetr entry. 


Reference is wade to paragraph 10 of your letter concerning photo-~ 
graphic dots of Japenese origin.

Concerning leaks of information to the Japanese 
from either the Chinese Embasey in Weshington or from the Chinese Nationa]. Govern- 
ment in Chunrking, it was determined thet as far as the Embassy in Washington is 
concerned no definite informetion has been chtained. It was felt by the Japanese 
Section of ONI that some information is leaking out. However, reference could not 
be made to any definite instances or particular act. It was also felt by the 
Japanese Section of ONI that information is being obtained for the puppet govern- 
ments from Chungking.

Regerding paragraph 9 of your letter, a representative of ONI advised 
that he is of the belief that diplomatic pouches are being used to transmit infor- 
mation.

As you are aware, the San Francisco office has already completed 
the investigation of most of the cases originating from pre-war Japanese activ~ 
ities, and from the evacuation of the Japanese from the West Coast. 


The new emphasis on the war in the Pacific _area will bring with it, 
I believe, increased activity on the part of the-Sépanese espionage systen, 
particularly on the ‘est Coast, which area will be of vital interest to them. 
Therefore, I have re-examined the problem of investigation in the Japanese 
field, and have had discussions with the District Intelligence Officer in an 
effort to revitalize the program in order that the efforts of the FBI and ONI 
in this field will be fully coordinated and directed to the problem at hand. 


In order that adequate counter measures may be taken, the problem 
has been approached from two angles; first, the logical place to look for Japan~- 
ese espionage agents, and second, the logical information that Japanese espion- 
age agents will seek. 


With a view to developing the fields where Japanese espionage may be 
taking place, discussion has been had with ONI, which, of course, has an equal 
interest in this matter. The program as presently laid out, calls for a 
thorough exploration of the Chinese field from the point of view of past Chin- 

J, ese and Japanese connections ie cenet ies, and the possibility that-Chinese 

| / seamen who desert in considerable\numbers, may be engaged in espionage activit- 
ies. The District Intelligence Officer has advised that ONI has mentioned pos- 
sibléeaks of information to the Japanese from either the-Chinese Embassy in 
Washington, or from the\Chinese National Government in Chungking. Since the 
, Chinese population in San‘Francisco is the most important center for Chinese in 
the United States, it is requested that the Bureau obtain all information pos-

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interest has been pointed out to ONI whose interest is necessarily limited to 
the Japanese. _ 

The other groups, Korean, Filipino, Javanese, East Indian and Negro 
will still be the subjects of investigation, but for the present, my belief is 
that they are of but secondary importance. Likewise the possibility of espion- 
age activities by persons of Japanese ancestry returning to the western Defense 
Command with the permission of the Army has been considered as secondary, and a 
regular police check of their activities at the request of this office will in 
most instances suffice, 


The impending exchange of prisoners will offer the Japanese an oppor~ 
tunity to plant espionage agents in this country. When these*exchange prisoners 
are interviewed upon their arrival here, an attempt should be made to determine 
exactly what sort of questions they were asked by the authorities in Japan in 
order that we may obtain an over~all picture of the information that the Japan- 
ese are seeking. It is requested that reports concerning such interrogation be 
analyzed by the Bureau and made available to the field. Also, it is requested 
that the probable destination of these persons be forwarded to the appropriate 
Field Division. This information can be obtained from the ship's manifest at 
the port of entry. 


The District Intelligence Officer has mentioned the possibility that 
a diplomatic pouch and codes may be used by the Japanese for the trans- 
mission of information. Such a possibility opens an entirely new investigative 
field and the Bureau is requested to ascertain from ONI in Washington the source 
of this information and what credence may be placed in it. ONI here has no in- 
formation in its files relative to this possibility, but believe ONI in Wasning- 
ton may have some data.

to the Bureau through SIS, if properly evaluated, would be enormously valuable 
in attacking the problem of Japanese espionage,

I believe that t ederal Communication Commission's reports would 
be of value in locating espionage activity when they indicate attempts at il- 
legal communication of information to the Japanese. Obviously such information 
could easily have been obtained from this area despite the fact that the il- 
legal transmission may be outside the San Francisco Field Division. Therefore, 
it is requested that such reports from Federal Communication Commission be for- 
warded to this office. 


In addition to the above, the Bureau is advised that this office is 
contacting men in leading firms having businesses in the Far #ast when these 
firms for business reasons, maintained liaison with the Japanese. The purpose 
of these contacts will be to ascertain (1) whether any overtures have been made 
to these business men to obtain information, (2) whether anyone has indicated 
an interest in sources of information in Japan, and (3) whether they have been 
advised that information has been received from such sources in Japan. The 
libraries of these firms will also be examined for information pertinent to the 
Japanese field.

I have been farming in Monterey County for 30 years and balieve I have had a 
larger contact with the Jepanese people than anyone else in this county. We 
oncrated a <ood many thousand acres of land and had Japanese on many of our 
places ~ at times as many 1s 200 or 300, I do not belicve thet I have ever 
known one single Jap who I can say is 100% loyel American, and that includes 
both American born and aliens. 

"I was on the Salinas Union High School Board for 8 years and has the 
opportunity to watch the Japanese youth. Our place was used as a sort of 
headquarters for the Japanese in this territory and whenever a nrominent 
Japanese would come from Japan to this country all the local Japanese would 
gather and picnic in the mountains - you could hear them hollering, etc. 

As I look back on it now, I have no doubt that they were talkind pro-Japan 
all she time. This is also true esnecially from all the lon: distance phone 
calle they were making »rior to Pearl Harbor end the fact that so many of 
them left for Japan just before Fearl Harbor. I am confident that they knew 
when Pearl Harbor was coming. I do not believe that it ia going to ve Z00d 
for either the Jananese or the people on the West Coast to bring them back 
to this area. 

"l might give you a definite example. One family that I liked oersonally 
very well, lived on ovr vlace for about 25 years. “he old gentleman had 
over the door of his house, a vair of swords and a Japanese flag and he never 
went through that door but what he saluted the Japanese flag. The younger 
boy told me he never feiled to do this, and that the old centleman tried to 
get hie children to do likewise. One of the boys (the best one I ever lmew) 
told me about the trouble he had with the Japanese Association because he 
refused to go to the Jopanese school end adhere to the Jananeso propagenda. 
Frankly, I would cven fear his 100. loyalty. 

"The point that some people fail to realize is that the Jenanese is very 
shrewd, and without question will violate his oromise every time when he 
feels that he can sain by so doing."

been interned at Fort Sill, Oklahome., H. AZUMI may be identical with JSUIMEI 

azuut who formerly lived at 1895 Sutter Street, San Francisco. However, & 
search of the Alien Registration files of this office reveal no record of 

AZUMI and our indices have also been checked with negative results, The 
Wartime Civil Control Administration, San Francisco, advises that they have 
no information concerning AZUMI or his present whereabouts. 


The history of Japanese in America which is referred to above is 
probably a reference to additional copies of "THE ORIAL BOOK OF JAPANESE 
FAMILIES IN THE UNITED STATES." A copy of this book is being retained in 
the files of this office and a copy of this book was forwarded to the Bureau 
in a Japanese exhibit sent from this office. This office is also in possession 
of “AluISTORY OF RESIDENT JAPANESE IN AMERICA” which was published in commen- 
oratiébn of the 2600th Anniversay of the Founding of the Japanese Empire 
which anniversary occurred in 1940, Other Japanese books have been secured 
which also contain information pertaining to the history of Japanese in this 
country and a positive jdentification of the book in question cannot be made 
from the general translation which has been supplied. In the event that the 
Japanese cha abters were available, it would be possible to determine if 
such a book’ his come to our attention. As

Details: AT SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 


KONKOKYO MISSTONS OF NORTH AMERICA 

Reverend TORAQ TATENO of the Konkokyo church, 1909 Bush Street, 
San Francisco, was interviewed on March 5, 1942. Inasmuch as T.TENO is 
unable to adequately understand the English language, the interview was 
assisted by CHIYOKO KAYANO, an American-born Japanese. Reverend TATENO 
supplied the following cnfommetion relative to the eneeniZay iON of the 
Konkokyo Missions of North America: 


(1) The head church is the Konkokyo ghurch at 1909 Bush Street, San 
Francisco, which is headed by Bishop UKUDA, who is presently in custody 
at Missoula, lfontana. The membership totals 600 persons in San Francisco 

and the Bay area, and comprises some 250 families. 


Daily services are held at 6:30 a.m., 2:30 pem., and 7:45 p.m., 
with few persons in attendance. Sunday services are held for children 


at 10:00 aM, There is, a young peoples ‘group known as the Young Men — 
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and Women's Konkokyo Association, which has about ten active members, and 
meets irregularly. 


There is also a women's organization in connection with the church, 
which is called Konkokyo Fugin Kai. TATENO explained thet this group is 
a religious end social organization; that they have a short religious session 
at their meetings and that they end their meetings by serving tea and cakes. 
These women have, in the past, held benefits for the church, made comfort 
bags for Japanese soldiers, and in general have sponsored Japanese activities. 


TATENO was temporarily in charge of the local church in the absence 
of FUKUDA. 


(2) The Konkokyo church of Tacoma, 1509 South Tacoma Avenuc, Tacoma, 
Washington. 


This church has 150 members and was in charge of Reverend TATENO 
until October 28, 1941 when he left due to difficulties with his congregetion. 


He stated that he returned to San. Francisco, expecting to go back 
to Japan, but was instead instructed by FUKUDA to start a Konkokyo church 
in Stockton, California. However before this came about, war was declared, 
FUKUDA interned, and TATENO hes remained in San Frrencisco. The Tacoma church 
is not active at present. 


(3) Konkokyo church of Seattle, 1713 Main Street, Seattle, Washington. 


Reverend Re TMIDESHIMA is the pricst of this church of 410 members, 
but the church is presently inactive due to the internment of Reverend 
HIDESHIMA. 


(4) Konkokyo church of Portland, 122 Northwest Third Avenue, Portland, 
Oregon, having a membership of approximately 500, comprising 220 families. 
Reverend B./HIRAYAMA, the priest, has been interned and the church is not 
active at present. 


(5) The Konkokyo chyrch of Sacramento, California, 604 "O" Street, 
Sacramento, Reverend Y,/YASUMURA is the priest of this church of 400 members, 


(6) Konkokyo church of San Jose. 284 Washington Street, San Jose, 
having 400 members end Reverend YAMADA as its priest. 
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(7) konkokyo church.of Les Angeles, 2924 East First Street, having 
about 700 members. Reverend Y-TSUYUKI is the priest together with 4 
Y. FUKUDA, but both heve been interned. 


Reverend K>NIsut, 334-B Ocean Avenue, Terminal Island, California 
and Reverend T. GOTO, 2051 Sawtelle Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, are 
also Konkokyo priests but have no churches. 


TATENO advised thet Konkokyo is « comparatively new Japanese 
religion founded some 80 years ago; that it could be called "New Shinto" 
inasmuch as it has a foundstion in Shinto and adheres closely to ancestral 
wership practictd by the true Shinto, but that the Imperial Japanese family 
is not deified by Konkokyo in this country because when Reverend FUKUDA 
started the church in the United States about ten years ago, it was in- 
tended thet the laws of the United States be obeyed. Wherefor the American 
branch of the Konkokyo church has this essential difference. 


He further explained that Konkokyo and Tenrikyo, although having 
essential differences, are actually competitive religions in Japan, and 
that they each offer a popularized form of Shinto worship. 


He stated that Konkokyo might be said to worship the universe 
and admitted that the Konkokyo gods of the universe are believed to consider 
Japan as their home. He further advised that although the Konkokyo church 
in the United States is separate from the church in Japan, the Konkokyo 
priests in this country are all born and educated in Japan. 


TATENO attended six years of grammer school, five years of middle 
school, three years in the University of Waseda, and six months in a school 
of Konkokyo religion as preparation for his priesthoai. He has been in the 
United States for two years and eight months, was born in Saga Ken, Japan, 
and has had no military training other than that obtained in middle school, 
due to his being permanently deferred from the Japanese Army due to physical 
reasons. 


Reverend TATENO supplied the writer with an English version of the 
sacred scriptures of Konkokyo, which copy is being retained in the library 
of the San Frencisco Field Division. For the purposes of further information 
a summary of the pertinent data contained in this book is here set forth: 


Konkokyo is a newly risen religion which began in Japan just before 
the Restoration of Meiji about the middle of the nineteenth century and takes 
its name fromKonko, Okayama Prefecture, Japan, where the founder, IKIGAMI 


fSais 


KONKO DAIGIN, first began his_ teaching. 


"The doctrine of Konkokyo comprises much o.% the spirit of 
Kannegara-No-Michi, or Shintoism, and because it is recognized officially 
as one of the Shinto denominations,it is usually considered a Shinto sect", 
However, due to its belief in a supreme god, it is sata to possess qual- 
ifications necessary for a universal religion. 


The denomination is presided over by a Superfntendent Priest who 
is required to be the son.of the head family of Konko, descended directly 
from the Founder. The present Superintendent Priest is the third generation 
in this family. 


The churches of the sect numbered over 1200 in 1933 when the 
reference was published and had an agercgate following of some 3,000,000,.. © 
The headquarters of Konkokyo, called Konkokyo Hombu, is situated at Konko- 
Cho, Japan. This headquarters superintends the churches, the: preachers 
of the sect, and controls its missionary work. "In the missionary field, 
each church forms a unit and is a training hall of faith isy which the 
supreme God, Tenchi-Kane-no-Kami, and the Founder are enshrined, and which 
contains an ancestral shrine dedicated to the believers' antestors." 


Each church has its missionery organization, » young men's 
association, a women's association, and a body of boy scouts; a children's 
associetion and other organizations. Publication of periodicals and other 
means of publicity form part of the missionary work. Churches have been 
established in various countrics including the United States of America. 


It is further stated that dependency upon salvation through 
through the Founder is a cardinal point of K onkokyo teaching, end that 
the Founder acts as an intermediary with the supreme God. (It should be 
noted that the Founder is Japanese). The creed also stresses 
. mutual reliance by the God and man as well as between man and man, and 
states that .true_': prosperity comes for man and God when every party 
prospers in his own position. The creed of Konkokyo then states that 
"the same thing holds with a country. Especially is this relation very clear 
in our country. That is, the Sovereign and people are the ruler and the 
ruled politically, but like father and children in sentiment. It is the 
glory of our Empire that we have traditionally upheld this splendid custom of 
looking upon sovereign and people as forming one family. Ours is a unique 
civilization in which Sovereign and people prosper gogether." 


"Since the prosperity of a country means the prosperity of its 
people and the prosperity of a people means the prosperity of the country, 
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the only way to obtain true-peace and hanniness is to bring about national 
prosperity through the united efforts of the Sovereign, having at heart 

the people's welfare, and of the people, responding to the favour of the 
Sovereign and country. ‘Have faith in the God and work at your occupation 
in good health. It is service to your Sovereign and country.' This teach- 
ing of the Founder refers to the people's duty to effect the prosnerity 

of both Sovereign and people according to the God's will", 


"In the Admonition Concerning the True Path, Konkokyo believers 
are warned to be on guard 'that born in the Lands of the Gods, you do 
not know the great mercy of the Gods andrthhe Sovereign'!". 


"General Plans of the Path". Konkokyo believers are told to "know 
that your body is not your own, but entirely your God's and your Sovereign's". 


In the "Instructions Concerning Faith", Konkokyo believers are 
told to "have faith in thé God and work at your occuxation in good health. 
It is service to your Sovereign and country." 


Reverend TATEMO also medc available a copy of a letter from 
Reverend FUKUDA, Missoula, Montana, which is being retained in the San 
Francisco file #100-4542. A portion of this letter is here set forth 
showing FUKUDA's denial before the Alien Enemy Hearing Board, that Kon- 
kokvo is a Shinto sect, although the Konkokyo book states otherwise, 
as. previously set forth in this renvort: 


"About our religion, I answered the difference of Konkokyo from 
the Shrine Shintoism. As you know Konkokyo does not enshrine the historical 
national Gods, but we worship the Great Universe, as the eternal living 
being. All mankind are living among the benevolence of the Parent God 
of Great Universe. Thercfore, all mankind of the whole world are brothers 
and sisters. That is to say, Konkokyo is the 'Religion of Love and Peacet, 
and I explained that I taught 211 members of old end young to be faithful 
to this country. To be law abiding, to be loyal to this country, thercfore, 
must be most faithful people and be always prepared to die under the Star, 
Spangle Banner theerfully; - ~~ ~~

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TENRIKYO MISSIONS IM AMERICA 


Reverend TSUNETARO KANZAWA, Bishop of the Tenrikyo San Francisco 
church, 1440 0O'Farrel Street, San Francisco, California, was inturviewed 
on March 5, 1942. His son, CHARLES KANZAWA, an American-sorn Japanese 
acted as intervretor. 


Reverend KANZAYIA steted that ne first came to the United States 
and to San Francisco in 1903, at the age of 32 as a Bishon of the Tenrikyo 
church in Japan; that he came of his own volition; that after living here 
sever2l years, he went back to Japan, and reported the good prospects of 
starting a church here. 


fn archbishop of Tenrikyo returned with him, end the first 
Tenrikyo church in the United States was organized in San Francisco in 
1928. There are now 37 Tenrikyo churclhcs in Continental United States, 
heving an average of 50 members each. 


A second established church was et Los fngeles, and the Tenrikyo 
headquarters in America is now in Los Angeles. 


KANZA'TA also advised that there are some 100 branches of the 
Tenrikyo church,, and thnt there is scarcely any difference between 
these branches, but thet each branch carries the name of eacn town or 
orefecture in Japrpn where it originslly began. Each Tenrikyo church 
in the United States has maintained close connection with its particular 
group in Japan, and the Meikyo Tenrikyo church in Japan naid the rent 
and various other bills of the San Francisco Tenrikyo church until 
July, 1941, because the San Francisco Tenrikyo church is of the Meikyo 
Branch of Tenrikyo. A similar plan is followed in connection with other 
churches of this faith. All, however, are grouped in the Tenrikyo Mission 
Headquarters in Los Angeles, which in turn reccives instructions, many 
supplies, ete., | from Hombu Tenrikyo Kyo Kai in Nara, Japan, which 
is the head office of Tenrikyo. 


KANZAVWA edvised that after the completion of gremmar school and 
middle school in Janan, that he attended the Tenrikvo university in Nara 
for six months, and that he then returned to his native prefecture whcre 
he had practice training for several years. He advised that several of 
the churches in the United States are in the charge of women and men who 
have had the required training in Tenrikyo, but inasmuch as they have 
had no supervised practice training, they do not have the title of Reverend. 
He stated, however, that each of the persons listed in the following 
organizational chart, follow Tenrikyo as their profession:

KANZAWA stated that Tenrikyo is not a Shinto sect; “hat the 
Imperial Japanese ‘emily is no: deified; and that Tenrikyo hes no 
relation to Konkol:yo. He stnted that Tenrikyo is entirely different 
from all other Japanese religicns. 


The writer viewed the three shrines which are: 


1- The middle and largest shrine whicn represents TENRI-O-KAML 
which is the name given to the combinations of the ten ‘gods. who watch 
the destiny of man. The name Tenrikyo comes from the name TENRI-O-KAMI 
which was TENRI-O-NO-}{IKOTO before the Shinto church forced the name 

to be changed. The Sun God ani the Moon God are included in the ten 
reoresented. 


2- The shrine on the right represents KAYOSAN who is the Foundress 
of the Church. 


3- The shrine on the left represents MITAMA who is the God represent- 
ing the believer's ancestors. 


Daily prayer services are held at 8:00 a.m. and 7:00 p.m. in the 
Tenrikyo Church and on each third Sunday an "Ever Month's Service" is 
held. Two special services are held each year in March and September to 
members from other Tenrikyo churches. KANZAMNA stated that the Church 
has no Kais or other organizations in connection. 


KENZAYIA also made available a book on Tenrikyo which is being 
retained in-the San Francisco office library. This book is an English 
translation written and printed in Japan consists of -chapters entitled ~ 
"Basis of Doctrine", "The History of the Church", and "Biography of 
Foundress", as well as ths translations of the Dancing Songs composed 
by the Foundress of Tenrikyo, and used as the ritual of the church. 


The following material is a summary of the important sections 
of the book of Tenrikyo. 


There is set forth a description of the creation of man by the 
ten gods previously referred to and man's subsequent development in 
Japan. The birth of man as well as the incarnation of the Foundress 
is said to have occurred at Jiba, in Japan. The Foundress is believed 
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some 


to return to..the world on occasion and minister to mankind. Jiba is set 
forth as the holy abode of God, a place specially chosen ty God, and that 
all men must leave their foot marks on the sacred ground of Jiba, at Least 
in the life to come if not in the present. Those who once tread the 
sacred soil, will naturally be filled with heavenly inspir=tion. 


The history of the church in Japan is marked with trouble with 
other church groups. It was first allowed to worship as a sect of Shintoism 
following several changes in its ritual, which are still retained. It is 
stated that in 1908 Tenrikyo was allowed to become an independent church 
after being a sect of Shintoism since 186k. 


In the third of the Dancing Songs of this sect, the following 
quotation is-found: 


"Firstly: For here the holy Shoyashiki, of the Sun's native 
ground, the temple of service, is the foundation of the sect." 


In a footnote, it is explained that Shoyashika is the name of 
the Foundress village, meaning "light of truth"and the Sun's netive ground 
is Nippon, or land of sunrise. 


The major portion of this book orf Tenrikyo is devoted to the trials 
and tribulations of the Foundress of the sect together with ideas in healing, 
reincarnation, etc. 


The writer finds no definite admission that Tenrikyo is a Shinto 
sect, but the fact that it would hold such a relationship for 44 years; 
that ancestral . worship. . is an intricate part of their beliefs; that 
their holy lend is in Japan; that they worship the Sun God; and that a pilgram- 
age to Jiba, Japan would bring ~hem great blessings, are all indicative of 
a strongly Japanese religion. 


Further information concerning Tanrikyo may be found in this report 
under a gencral heading. 


ZEN MISSION IN AMBRICA 


Reverend DAITOAUZUKI was interviewed in the Soto Missiony 1881 
Bush Street, on March 6, 1942. Reverend SUZUKI stated that he is the present 
priest of the Soto Mission; that this mission is a church of the Zen sect 
of the Buddhist religion, and that he considers himself to be in San Fran- 
cisco only in a temporary capacity. This he explained by stating that 
Reverend SATO who was formerly the head of the church in San Francisco was 
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recalled to Japan tg serve in a Zen temple in Maréh or April, 1941, and 
that Bishep DOIJUN-©CH of Los Angeles directed him to take charge of the 
San Francisco church temporarily. 


SUZUKI made available to the writer, 4 copy of the English version 
of the "Principles of Practice and Enlightenment of the Suto Sect". A 
supplementary portion to the introduction of this book is roted and summarized 
here for the purpose of making clear the origin of the Soto sect of the Zen 
Buddhist church. 


"The Soto sect is a branch of the Zen sect. The word Zen is a 
shortened form of Zenna which is a transliteration of the sanskrit . word 
for meditation. The Zen sect of the Buddhist ehurch is said to have origi- 
nated in India when the Buddha gave his disciple, KASYPA, the true law 
because he alone, among Buddha's disciples, understood the value of medi-~ 
tation in oreparing the law." 


The Zen sect subsequently carried their beliefs to 
China where, during the To Dynasty, Zen made a rapid develooment and many 
subsects arose. Soto then became an independent sect, taking its name 
from two outstanding figures of the sect, namely Sozan and Tozan. The 
Soto sect was introduced to Japan by a Japanese priest named Dogen. He 
founded a Zen temple near Kyoto, dapan end left a voluminous work entitled 
'Shobo Genzo' which has come to be considered the sacred book of the sect. 


After its foundation by Dogen, the faith gained popularity of 
Shoguns,owing to its simplicity snd directness. It has done a great deal 
for the development of Bushido. Many anecdotes and incidents have been 
told about the intercourse between famous lorde and generals and Zen masters. 
Emp@rers too favored the sect. 


The Zen sect now has more than 15,000 temples in Japan and also 
has a theological college, several middle schools and grammer schools 
besides numerous monastaries where priests are trained under the old form 
of discipline. "It is a living religion of Japan". 


SUZUKI further advised that the Zen Buddhist trices to find Buddha 
in his own mind whereas the Shinsu Buddhist tries to find Buddha in a higher 
place (heaven); that Zen teaches nersonal salvation by the individual through 
his own actions whereas Shinsu believes in Salvation through the Buddha; and 
that Zen worships Shaka, the historical Buddha who was born and died in 
India whereas Shinsu worships Amida, the ideal Buddha. 
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SUZUKI also stated that the Soto sect of Zen and 3udthisn, 
is the only Zen sect in the United States and that all these Zen churches 
have been formed in this country. These are: 


1- “oe Soto Mission (Zenshuji), 123 South Hewitt Stroei ix. Angeles, 
which is tic head church ofthis sect in the United States organized in 1924 
and presently having 500 or more members. The following is the ministerial 
personnel of this church: Bishop DOJYUN OCH, Reverend ReTACHIBANA, and 
Reverend K. YAMASHITA. : 


2- The Soto Ilission, Terminal Island, California, which formerly 
had a membership of 150. Reverend B,“TKEDA was a priest of this church, 
and according to SUZUKI, has been interned. This church is now closed 
inasmuch as it is in a prohibited area. SUZUKI stated that this church 
obtained its funds through a Japanese language school which it formerly 
operated. 


3- The Soto Mission, 1881 Bush Street, San Francisco, California, 
which was organized some seven years ago by Reverend HOS4N ISOBE, who 
returned to Japan about three years ago and was succeeded by Reverend 
SATO who was in turn succeeded by Reverend SUZUKI upon SATO's return 

to Japan. This church has 60 active members, but 200 are considered to be 
members, 


SUZUKI advised that the head office of the Soto sect of Zen 
is in Tokyo, and that its two temples are loc:ted in Jap=n. He stated 
that before declaration of war, his church received some school supplies 
and other printed material from the head office in Tokyo; that the afore- 
mentioned booklet was part of such material; but that no money was received 
from Japan for the suppor: of the churches in this country, such churches 
being dependent upon its ~aerbers for support. 


He also advised that the San Francisco church had no language 
school, but that Reverend SATO formerly taught classes in Japanese 
penmanship. 


Services are being held each Sunday from 1:00 to 2:00 p.m., 
followed by first aid training classes under the direetion of the American 
Red Cross. Sunday School is held in the morning. This schedule is a 
departure from the practice followed before the declaration of war, when 
services were held each eighth day. 
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SUZUKI stated that Zen beliefs are not closely ccnnected with 
Shintoism, but that respect for one's ancestors is an intreasl part of 
the service during which prayers for those who have gone before are 
offered. Tt woulc only be in this way that past emperor:: of Japan 
would be #«-vehiped in Zen serv¥ices, according to RUZUKT. ke further 
advised ty.t in his opinion, Tenrikyo and Konkokyo belieis are é popular 
form o“ Siurtoism as opposed to pure Shintoism that is worsnipec orly 
by the Emseror of Japan. He stated that Shinto: «~ may be - . 
stated to be the Emperor of Japan inasmuch as it is the state religion. 


SZUKI further related that the priests of the Soto sect are 
educated in the Zen college, Komazawa, Japen, which they attend for five 
years, and that they then renounce their family and take up life in a 
monastery for several years. Ye stated that all Zen pricsts are ecucated 
in Japan; that various Zen monasteries are situated in remote mountain 
areas because of the seclusion required for proper meditation; and that 
because of the lack of proper scclusion in the United States, it would 
be impossible to have such training here. 


After lenving the monastery, a priest may marry and raise a 
family. 


Upon further questioning, SUZUKI advised that he wes directed 
by the head office of the Soto sect to come to the United States; that as 
he was the youngest son in his family, he was willing to do so; that he 
came to spread the Zen doctrine; and that he had expected to return to 
Japan when he was so directed by the church head in Japan. He advised 
that such was the usual procedure, but was not always carried out due 
to the difficulty in Japan to secure priests who understand American 
customs, money, etc. 


He stated that ho regretted the present war very much and 
although he has registercd fow the draft, being h4 years of age, he feels 
that his’only duty at present is to keep his church members calm. He 
indiceted that he would be tnnble to state whether he would bear arms 
for this covntry against ur.pan or not. 


NIGHIREN BUDDHIST CPURCH 


Reverend KENNTYO-TATRA, 1921 Fill.cre street, San Francisco, 
was interviewed by Special Agent R. B. HAWLEY and the writer on March 8, 
1942. TAIRA stated that he tsminister of the Nachirin Buddhist Church, 
and that before the declaration of war, he was in charge of the Nichirin 
Church in Berkeley, California. 


le 


For reasons of economy, he has recently moved to the above 
address, ; 


He attended a theological school in Japan for three years 
following which he entered a monastery where he was instructed by 
Japanese priests for several years, ang was then directed to come to the 
United States to assist Bishop NITII)” ISHIDA who is the head of the 
Nichiren in this country. He arrived in San Francisco. in 1937. 


He advised that the Berkeley church being recently started, 
has only 15 members, and that this church is now closed. 


The head church of the Honmon Hokkeshu Branch of the Niehiren 
Buddhist church is located at 2016 Pine Street, San Francisco. This 
branch was founded in Japan and is a union of four of the original 
eight branches of the Nichiren sect. The headquarters of this branch is 
in Tokyo. 


Bishop ISHIDA is now interned and the San Francisco church is 
now inactive. ISHIDA formerly held special services for congregations 
in Suisun, Sacramento, Sebastopol, Salinas, Gilroy, and San Jose. These 
Services consisted of services in connection with Obon, the day of the 
spirits return; Obigan, the special day for ancestral worship; and special 
family services held on the first, third, and seventh anniversary of the 
death of a father or some member of 4 family. 


TAIRA advised that the Nichiren church in San Francisco, headed 
by Bishop ISHIDA, actually had only 60 members although ISHIDA claimed 
many people who gave him money for medical treatments to be members of 
the church. TAIRA professed to have little knowledge of any church Organizatio 
sponsored by Bishop ISHIDA. 


The Los Angeles Nk&chiren church of this branch is presumed to be 
active and Reverend N. MURAKITA is in charge. 


TAIRA also stated that this branch of Nichirén has 15 ecclesiastical 
ranks, and that Bishop ISHIDA held third from the highest rank. He stated 
that after a Nachiren priest is ordained in Japan, that he must have at 
least two years practical training before he is sent to the United States; 
that those who come to this country are chosen on a basis of character, 
understanding of American ways, etc; and that the duration of this priest's 
stay is determined by the head church in Japan.

It should be noted that there was another Nichirén sect 
represented in San Francisco, and that their church was located at 
1960 Buchanan Street. This church was in the charge of a Reverend 
ARIMA who returned to Japan before the declaration of war, and this 
church is not active. A visit to 1860 Buchanan Street on March 9, 
1942 disclosed that the address is a dwelling house; that all church 
property has been removed, and that ARIMA took all his effects with 
him. It is also reported that a Nichiren church of this sect is 
located in Los Angeles. 


SHINSU BUDDHIST CHURCH 


Reverend K. KUMATA, a Nisei, and executive secretary of the 
Buddhist Mission of North America, advised on March 7, 1942, that the 
ministers or priests of the Shinsu sect of the Buddhist church, are 
called by churches in the United States; that they are dependent on the 
congregation for their support and retention; that there is a great deal 
of changing due to the whims of the active members of the respective 
churches, and that the salary is low. Consequently, the priesthood is 
unattractive to Nisei because of the extended educstion necessary, and 
because of the training that must be secured in Japan. 


He advised that he believed the lack of Nisei members and 
priests to be a great weakness of his church, and thet such could only 
be remedied by more services being held in English and by larger salaries 
for priests, which would attract Niseis to taking up the priesthood. 


KUMATA also explained some differcnces between the Zen and 
Shinsu sects which check closely with those previously supplied by 
Reverend SUZUKI and set forth under the discussion of Zen Buddhism 
in this report. The only difference in the explanation being that 
each sect of Buddhism, whether Shinsu, Zen or Nichiren believes that 
theirs is the true and real way to salvation, and thet he considers 
it impossible for anyone to prectice true Zen outside of a secluded 
monastery. 


KUMATA unequivocally strted that Konkokyo and Tenrikyo are 
each Shinto sects, end that they deify the Imperial family of Japan. 


Reverend EJITSWfI0I0 of the Shinsu Buddhist church at Stockton, 
California, was interviewed by the writer on February 26, 1942, at which 
time HOJO steted that he was not sent to the United States by the church 
in Japan, but that he came of his own accord. However the following 
certification was found among his cffects and is here set forth in 
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refutation of the statementS made by HOJO and KANZAWA, because it 
clearly shows the part of the Japanese church in establishing Shinsu 
Buddhist nriests in this country: 


" YOMPA HONGYANJI 
, Kyoto, Janan 


Certificate 


This is to certify that the bearer Rev. EJITSU HOJO is a 
Buddhist priest ordained on the 27th of April, 1931, being duly re- 
gistered in the priest register of Hompa Hongwanji, Kyoto, Japan; 
that the said person has been continuously engaged in the Buddhist 
Missionery work for more than two years up to this date; that the said 
person is being dispatched to the Salt Lake Buddhist Mission, Salt 
Lake, Utah, U. S. A., for purpose of continuing his missionery work 
at the said mission; and that all his necessary travelling and living 
expenses will be met fully by the said Hongwanji.

GENERAL 


On March 4, 1942 Dr. CHITOSHI YANAGA, of the rolitical science 
department at the tnivorsity of California, was interviewed by Special 
Agent R. B. HAWLEY with regord to his knowledge of Japsnese religions and 
their relation to the government. 


Dr. YANAGA advised that there is no relationship in Japan between 
the church and the stete such as exists between the Church of England and 
the British Government. In Japan the state does not control the religion, 
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except in the case of Shintoism, and here no analogy is possible. 


The state religion in Japan is Shinto. The imperial family 
professes the Shinto faith, but more than this; the Emperor may almost 
be said to be the Shinto faith: It is through this faith that he achieves 
his odor of sanctity and it is by it that he wields his authority. When 
he worships, he worships at the Shinto shrine. It is at the Shinto shrine 
that he announces his accession to the thrown; and on all matters which 
effect the nation, it is there that he advises his ancestors of good and 
bad news. 


The Shinto faith, however, can be divided into two sections: the 
pure, ascetic, belief which is the religion of the Imperial family; and 
the sectarian Shintoism which is the religion of the people. Sectarian 
Shintoism itself can be divided in the forms of its worship. Two of 
these present in the United Strtes are the Tenrikyo Church and the Konkokyo 
Church. These are much simpler in form and are designed for popular appeal, 
But since, in essence, these are also based on worship of the Emperor as a 
diety, those who profess this faith are of necessity believers in Japan 
and her destiny. 


There is no direct participetion in the affairs of the Buddhist 
church in Japan by the government, according to Dr. YANAGA. However, 
the head of the ain Buddhist temple at Kyoto, Japan, does hold a unique 
position. The leader of the Hongwangi Sect is, at present, KOSHO OTANI. 
KOSHO OTANI is a member of the House of Peers, having succeeded to the 
title of Count on the death of his grandfather, KAZUI OTANI. KOSHO OTANI 
has served in the Imperial Japanese Army, married a princess of the Imperial 
Houschold, and also held the office of Minister of Overseas Affairs in 
Prince KONOYE's cabinet. KAZUI OTANI, grandfather of the present head of the 
Hongwangi Temple, in Kyoto, was also much mixed up in politics during his 
incumbancy. So much so that there was protest against his wandering from 
Spiritual affairs. 


According to Dr. YANAGA, the usual study for the priesthood in 
the Buddhist religion is long, and usually takes one of two courses. It 
is possible to become a pricst after serving a long novitiate in a Buddhist 
monastery. And it is also possible to become a priest by attending the 
Buddhist College in Kyoto, which is named after the Oteni family, mentioned 
above. Dr. YANAGA expressed the belief that it would be entirely possible 
to use the Buddhist religion as a cloak for sending agents into this 
country, and stated that he wes most suspicious of the priests who have 
been sent to this country during the last five or six years. Such priests, 
whether agents or not, would be so thoroughly indoctrinated in the ideas 
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of Japan's“ pre-eminence, arid her mission in Asia, that they would be 


dangerous to the security of this country. 


Dr. YANAGA further advised that while Japanese may be Shinto, 
Buddhist or Christian, he is also, to some extent a believer in Shinto- 
ism. At the time, some two years ago, when the Japanese Government decreed 
that no Japanese religious institution could receive any of their support 
from a foreign country - thus forcing all American missionaries as well 
as others to withdraw, and turn over all their properties to the Japanese-- 
one Japanese Christian, in an excess of patriotism, urged that the Christian 
Trinity be enlarged, so that the Japanese goddess Amaterasu could be 
included. 


On February 20, 1942, Mr. SUSUMU NAKAMURA, Instructor in the 
Oriental Language Department, University of California, gave Agent. HAWLEY 
the following information with regard to the Buddhist Sects; 


1 - The main Buddhist faith is that of the Hongwangi sect. This 
is world wide is scope, appeals to all peoples, and is the strongest 

in Japan. It is this sect that has the Widest fpllotting among Japanese 
in the United States. 


2- One of the most pro-Japanese, and nationalistic sects is the 
Nichirin. Wichirin is peculiarly a Japanese sect, because Nichirin was 

a Japanese saint, born in the year 1222, during the Kamakura dynasty in 
Jepan. This was an age of sloth and greed. Nichirin advocated a return 
to the simple life and the way of the warrior, and his teaching brought 
something of a reformation in Japan. It is this sect that anpeals greatly 
to the Japancse soldier. (It is this sect, for instance, that is con- 
nected with the Togo Kai and the Meiji Kai.) 


3- Another sect which has some following in the United States ia the 
Zen. The Zen sect is a very meditative sect. It believes strongly in 
individual salvation based on self-reliance and firm purpose. It is 

on the teachings of this sect that much of the Bushido code is based. 
Hence, this sect too, appeals much to the soldier, and it follows that it 
too is strongly nationalistic. This is truc not so much because of the 
teachings of the faith, but the individuals who practice it.

Reverend TORAO TATENC of the Konkokyo church, 1909 Bush Street, 
San Francisco, was interviewed on March 5, 1942. Inasmuch as TATENO is 
unable to adequately understand the English language, the interview was 
assisted by CHIYOKO KAYANO, an American-born Japanese. Reverend TATENO 
supplied the following information relative to the organization of the 
Konkokyo Missions of North America: 


(1) The head church is the Konkokyo church at 1909 Bush Street, San 
Francisco, vhich is headed by Bishop Y. FUKUDA, who is presently in custody 
at Missoula, Montana. The membership totals 800 persons in San Francisco 
and the Bay area, and comprises some 250 families. 


Daily services are held at 6:30 a.m., 2:30 pom, and 7:45 p.m., 
with few persons in attendance, Sunday services are held for children 
at 10:00 a.m.. THere is a young people's group known as the Young Men 
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Federal Bureau of Investigation ;

. Informant determined that KUNNETH MAY, of the Communist Party in 
Alameda County, is to speak on socialism at this school. MAY also advised the 
Communist Party headquarters that the Party is sponsoring a meeting at the 
University of California campus.

Office and in the absence of SAC Pieper, talked to SA Henry L. 
McConnell, He stated that he remembered the incident but did not 
know whether a report containing the information concerning it had 
been forwarded to the Bureau. He was directed to bring this matter 
to the attention of SAC Pieper the first thing in the morning, in- 
forming him that the Bureau desired a complete report on it imme- 
diately. He was instructed that the Bureau wanted to obtain all 
facts concerning the situation inasmuch as it was a matter closely 
allied with the National Defense of this country. 


SA McConnell said that this matter would be handled and 
the Bureau advised probably by teletype on January 9, 1942.

Reference is made to the newspaper article dated 
December 26, 1941, captioned "Stockton Jap Killed by Filipino; 
Riot Feared; Area Under Guard," published in the San Francisco 
Examiner and forwarded to the Bureau by the San Francisco Office. 
This article, attached hereto, carries your notation: "What In- 
formation have we received from our Field Office relative to this 
situation?" Inasmuch as the Bureau had no other information con- 
cerning this matter, telephonic contact was made with the San 
Francisco Office, and it was directed to submit a complete report 
on this matter. 


By teletype dated January 9, 1942, SAC Pieper informed 
that Jungo Kino, a 55 year old Japanese garage attendant, who had 
resided in Stockton for over ten years, was shot and instantly 
killed at 1:20 A.M. December 26, 1941. An elderly Jcpanese man 
was the only witness. This witness said that a slender young 
Filipino opened the garage door at the above stated time, shot 
Kino and fled. Chief of Police Bogelsan, Stockton, California in- 
formed that this witness later gave conflicting stories and hence 
his statement that a Filipino did the shooting is questionable. 
Chief Bogelsan said no suspects had been arrested to date. 


SAC Pieper said that the Stockton officials consider the 
above matter unduly publicized by the San Francisco newspapers, 
asserted that the situation in Stockton is under control and that 
there is no indication that race riots between Filipinos and 
Japanese will result from the incident or the present emergency. 


SAG Pieper also informed that Army officials surveyed 
the situation on New Year's fve and apparently were satisfied that

The San Francisco teletype continued that Agents of that 
Office had attempted unsuccessfully to obtain information from 
Filipino sources. However, the progress of the investigation being 
made by local authorities at Stockton is being followed closely. 


SAC Pieper said that this matter was not reported to the 
Bureau because it was an isolated instance of violence and there 
is no indication presently existing that Filipinos in Stockton 
plan riots or concerted action against the Japanese. Local 
officials have ordered night closing of all liquor establishments 
in the Oriental section and placed extra police patrols in that 
area, Chief Bogelsan attended mass meetings of Filipinos and met 
with Japanese and Filipino leaders to issue warnings against 
possible outbreaks. Leaders of both races have assured him that 
every precaution is being taken by them to avoid mass action. 


SAG Pieper concluded by stating that the San Francisco 
Office is maintaining frequent contacts with officials at Stockton 
for an indication of any change in this situation.

vidual countries. Thuse in the United States and Canada are usually 
private Japanese lanruage schools. -Furthermore, jn the United States

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II. Growth and Composition of the Japanese Co:nwnity 
’ in the tewaiian Islands

(1) Histor 


16. Japanese immigration to Hawaii originally was fostered oy 
Haveiian sugar planters, who were seexing a solution to the problems 
presented by.their. suortage of cheap labor. One-shipload cf Japanese, 
signed under.a three-year contract, arrived in 1868, but there was sone 
unpleasantness. between the soverimuents of Japan and Yavaii about the 
hatter, and the real.tide of .iruaigration did not begin until nearly two 
decades later. 


17, The year 1663 was the first of Lieiji; Javan was still shaking 
fron the internal crisis caused by restoration, was still suspicious of 
the Vestern worla@ waich had pried her open for trade, and was still pre- 
yaring herself for that frenetic plunge from an asricultural, feudalis- 
tic economy to industrialization. In the next decade and a naif, politi- 
cal forces were at work, In 1874 the Jawalian legislature elected as coh- 
stitutional monarch the bumptious, merry, politically ambitious David 
Kalakaua. In 1880 Kalakaua, chafing under constitutionalism ant scnening 
for absolutism, lost a political fracas in which bis primo minister was 
forced to resign. He determined to sooth uis pique with a trip around 
the world, ana his first stop was Janan. «As Kalakaua approached Japan, 
he pezan to speak of himself as an Asiatic :-- an opinion proviously un- 
nourd. He was received with honor by the Japanese Emperor, and subsc- 
quontly the two rulers hela a secret interview. There is some cvidence 
that at this mecting Kalakaua's six year old nicce, Kaiulani, was af- 
fianeca to the Emperor's nephew. Also discussed was a nrovosal by Kala- 
kaua that a Union and Federation of the Asiatic nations and sovorcigns J 
be promoted under the leadership of the Emperor of Japan. Thc latter re- 
plicd to this over a year later in a letter dated January 22, 1862, With- 
out rejecting the proposal, tie Son of Meaven explained that he was other- 
wise occupied with internal affairs at the moment; however, he “ardently 
hoped" such a union might be ronlized and no would koop it constantly in 
nind, Ue further proposed future oxchanges of views on what iilsht be “not 
only the fortune of Japan and nawaii but also of all asia.” 


18. In 1885 the Japanese Government concluded a labor convention 
ith the Kingdom of Hawaii peraitting omigration of Jananoso to uawail 
providing the hawaiian governuont vould 


(a) Furnish free stoorage passage, including ordinary food, on 
the voyage from Yokonaaa to Honolulu, ror laborers, their 
wives, and their children; 


(0) Guarantees euvloyment of laborers on thoir arvivel witheut 


the signing of advance contracts;

19. From the begiming, the Japanese governiuent maintained super- 
vision of the flow of Japanese nationals into Havaii, With the first ship- 
load cane the first Japanese Consul, one Jiro NARA. Ke establisned | 
the Consulate at Nonolvlu in Tanase. 1885, and the following year his 
status was raised to that of Consul General. Since that time the Japanese 
Governient demonstrated, by the calibre of men sont to fill the post, that 
the Sonolulu Cons iets wag considered one of the most important of the 
Japanese consular stations. 


20. Alnost iimicdiatoly upon the arrival of the first shipload of it 
nigrants, disputes and misunderstandings wiich threatened to atenine deus 
uigration, arose betwoon the Japanese Consul, the Uavaiian Governitent, and 
the plantation enployers. Special inspectors were sont by the Japanese 
Governnont to settle the disputes. Eventually a satisfactory sottlenent 
was reached, and imuisration was resumed. 


21, In 1893, when Queen Liliuokalani was overthrown and a provision:l 
sovernnent set up, follewed tyvo yours later by tuc Republic of nawail, 
further friction arose. The source of this dispute was the clasu buetvecn 
the residont Japanese alions and the Havaiian Goveornaunt over the question 
of civil rignts, 


; 22, Under the Zavatian constitution of 1664, promulgated by King 
Kancharicha V, Japanose imugrantes had tho right of naturalization and 
franchise. Uowover, in 1867, King Kalakaua promulgated a new constitution 
which, in effect, complotoly Genicd electoral and naturalization rights 
to all Orientals. at the tine this constitution was promulgated, the Ja- 
panese Consul Goneral requested tne Japancse Govermignt to protest, but 
-ovidontly his requcst wag tabled in the press of otner affairs. 


23, Howevor the 1893 revolution presented another opportunity for 
protest. In that year tho Japancso residents of iimmali sont 4 yotiticon to 


thoir hone govermient in which they pointed es guone other things that, 


(a) Haweiiias "the Gibraltar of the Pacifje", and was strato- 
etcelly of creat importanco,; 


(b) Hawuli was the center of Pacific trade; 
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(ec) Anericans, although forming less than 10% of the popula- 
tion, wore tho most poworful ond influontial sroup in 
Hawaii, end ran things as they ploasod; 


(ad) Tho Japancse residents wore not pleased with this state 
of affairs, and their natriotie spirit cuused tuo. to 
turn to their home governnont for rodross. The Junanese, 
more than 20, 000 in nuwabor, constituted nearly ono-i ourth 
of the population, wore physically and intolloctuclly equal 
to any other racial group, and therofore tuey should be the 
dominant closcat in the islands 


Yc) The Japanese rosidonts wanted political cguality, ana they 
thought that this monmont of political coufusion was a fevor- 
able moment to press their dcuands. 


abe This time the Tokvo governmnuent brougnt pressure to bear on Presi 
gout Senford 5, Dole's provisional goverment. With tho exeuse tnat 30,000 
Japenese nitionals in Hawaii needed mrotection, Japan gent to Lavail thas 
cruisor NANIWA, commanded e Captain Hoihacniro TOCOs WORD “laters becsnc 
ono of Japan's great national Seros whon, as Admircl, he dofeatod the nhus- 
sians in tho docisive battlo of Tsushina Straits in 1905. 


25. It appears that TOGO was sni ffine the political wincs, hoping 
for a chance to annex Hawaii for Japen On board the NANIVA wes toe 2 
peror's nephow, betrothed to Kaiuleni, who was thon in unginnd. There is 
also ovidenec that the deposed Quocn Liliuok.lani wes negotiating with 
T3cd for hor restoration, and the following year wrote Kiialeai that sic 
was pleased with the plan for Kniulani to marry the Enneror's nopnew,

26. Howover, the NANIWA found herselt anticipated by other warships. 
Although tho Japanese training vesscl KONGO was in the harbor, warships 
from the United States and other netions wore there as woll. Tho NANTuA 
romneaincd at Honolulu from Februcry to Mey, 1893, and hor gbay was not 
without friction. Tho principal enuse of trouble was TOG5's harboring an 
aseaped murécrer, a Japanese, om bord ship. Tho murderor was turned over 
to Havalian authoritios only after the Jaupanosa Forcign Office nad caused 
ordors to bo given to TOGO to do so. TOGD and the NANIVA roturned aprin in 
Deocomber of the samo yoar, and romeined until Pebru.ry, 1894. Wo renal op- 
portunity for annoxetion appocred, and in spite of tho. pressure oxerted, 
the Dole government refused to give woy on tho point of civil riguts.

thorofors radieslly tightenod restrictions. Tunarcds of Jamoanose arriving 
at Honolulu were returned to Japan without boing permitted to sot Toot on 


Hawaiian soil. Tho Japanese Governiunt vrotested. in 1697, 2 HERS 
eruisor, tho NanTya-Kad, crrivod st Nonolulu to give weight to this pro- 
test, but discovered that she had been anticipated for three vacks — the 
U.5.S. PHILADELP Ta4, mee then demanded indommity for the losses in- 
curred by the Japanese eigrstion conpanics, Tie aebudlie rofused, but 
succasted that the vhole cea bo arbitreted by the Kins of Belsinu:.

29. Under the auspices of the Javansso privete comm nic:, the ee 
of Japanese to Moweii accslcratcd. In 1896, there were 22,329 Japunese 
in Hawii, constituting 20.5% of tho population; in 1900, there wore 
61,115 Japsness, constituting 39.7% of the populntion. ,

30. Whon Howaii was annexed to the United States in 1698, Inpan pro- 
tested the nove. However, sno was forezd to bo satisficd with assurance 
of Japanese tronaty rights. Incidentally, tuis diplomatic protost hus 
mover boon formally withdraim. 


31. Howaiits new status as c United States territory conslcoteoly 
changed tho situntion. United States iruiicrition ives superseded ti:ose 
x 


of Hawaii, and contract lsbor was prohibited by Act of PORE laony . 
Japanese took this opportunity to prococd to tuc United strtes wcinland, 
and evon noweoilsrs often stayed in Hawaii only long wnough to carn a stxxKe 
with whieh to continuc to tho iininliand. 

32. Imicraticn wis accin cheeked by tho so-ecllod Gontlemen's agrouo- 
mont ee 1907, oy which Japan agreed to issue passports only to curtuin 
classes. Howniits lebor necds prevented the total oxclusion of Janancse 
tapos. tr eo liverctl Japaness internretation of tae agreaiiont pornitted 
nunicrous Jnpanose other tinn lsborers to onter tho Morritory. frivcsts, 
tenchors, relstives of Tapansse residents in Tiewadd, for.er residents of 
Hawoil, and "picture brides" were sll permitted to onter, 

33. "Picture brides" form an important cunster of Japanuse history 
in Hawaii. These brides econo in inercasing puibors betwoon 1908 and 1924. 
"Picture vridcs" wore tuc colution to the Jananese Immigrants! desires to 

" 
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marry, inasmuch as the Javanese had a strong aversion to marrsing outside 
their own race. Althoush excluded fron the ainland in 1920, “oieture 
brides" were still permitted to enter Hawaii until Japanese imuisration 
wag completely stopped in 1o24, The availability of ipicture brides”, of 
course, greatly increased the birth rate among the Japanese in the Terri- 
tory. 


Bh Following the abolition of contract labor, the Japunese planta- 
tion workers beman to show signs of restlessness and discontent with plan- 
tation conditions. This sentinent eventually crystallized into an island- 
wide strike of the Japanese plantation employees on Oahu in 1909. however, 
tiuig strike did not have the support of the entire Javanese comuunity. One 
Japanese group chose to nezotiate for higher wages rather than to strike. 
Turtueriiore, the Japanese mercuants were nard hit, inasmuch as the strike 
seriously crippled the purcnasing power of tne Jurancse community. Impro- 
perly organized, the strike lasted three sionths and collapsed for lack or 
finances. 

Bb Rising prices during ana immediately folloving Vorld “far I again 
eaused economic hardship to the Japanese. In 1920, Japanese eiployed on 
the sugar plantations on Oanu joincd forees with the Filipino gmployecs 
and struck. Japanese on the outside islands renaised at worl, but contri- 
puted to the support of strikers on Oahu. Bitterly fouzht, the strike 
lasted about five months. The sugar planters charged that tho Javanese 
wore intent on Japanizine thc Islands, wacreas the Javanese insisted that 
the struggle was based purcly on capital-labor ccononic aiffieulties. The 
strike onded when the planters promised that concessions would be s.ade 
aftor the strikers returned to work. 


36. The most violent controversy affecting the Japanase cormunity 
in the 1920's was the Javanose languago school legislation and subssquent 
litigetion. Following tac first Vorld “War, a wave of sontinent acainst 
all foroign language schools swept the Aiacrican commmity in Hawaii, and 
an act was passed by the Territorial legisleture wiich created macninery 
for public regulation of those sciools. Furthermore, the lover grades 
were to be climinated, 


37. Frod WAKINO, a labor loader, and publisher of a bilingual (Ja- 
panese~English) daily nowapavcr in Honolulu, the HANAII EHOChI, saw in this 
controversy an opportunity to regain the prestise whieh he had lost in the 
unsuceessful Japanese cane Wor: gtrike of 1909, and, incidentally, to 
orxpand tue circulation of nis aper, A Muaber of the Japanuse scnools 
instituted legal action to restreis tho enforecient of the regulatory act, 
wille the HAWAII HOCHI save then editorial support and holped sather fi- 
mancicl assistancu. Tho litigetion finally roacuud tis Suprac Court of 
the Unitod States, waith held the act unconstitutional (FARRINGTON vs. , 
TOKUSSIGE, 273 U. 5S. 284). Followiny this decision, the gehools wers por- 
mitted to oporate without sunorvision by’ tho Torritorial covermicnt. 
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38. The Japanese in Hawali protested the passage of the Imnigrase 
tion Act of 1924, which prohibited further Japanese immigration into the 
United States. Their protest took the form of a petition to President 
Coolidge, requesting that he not sign the bill, ; 


39. The principal developments in the Japanese community between 
1927 and 1937 were the coming of age of the Nisei (second-generation Ja~ 
panese) group, the entry of American citizens of Japanese ancestry into 
local politics, and the slow blending and development of a unique parte 
Japanese, part-American, part-Hawaiian culture, The activities of the 
Japanese in Hawaii between 1937 and 1941 will be covered in a later sec- 
tion of this survey. 


40. The most noticeable trend in the history of Japanese in Hawaii 
is the ever-present antagonism between the Japanese and the white Ameri- 
can elements, In the earlier period, this took the form of clashes be- 
tween plantation owners and plantation laborers, More recently, this has 
had other manifestations, 


4l. In carlier days, the Japanese wore prone to call on the Japa- 
neso Government for aid. In more recent times they have preferred to make 
use of their own political, social, and cconomic powcr, 


42. Withal, there has becn a slow but steady process of smcricaniza- 
tion, or more properly, Hawalianization of the Japanese in the Islands. 
For the most part, the Japanese in Hawaii are not roally aware of America. 
Hawaii to them is America, Most of thom are doeply attachcd to Hawaii, 
and consider it their homc. Here they have developed a culture entirely 
their own, essentially a part of Hawaii, and at tho same time a separate 
entity. 


(2) Tho Profoctural Groups 


43. Although approximatcly 25 of the 46 prefecturcs in Japan are 
now reprosented in Hawaii, most of the Japanese who came here as contract 
laborers in the years following 1885 wore farm workers or fishermen from 
six profeetures in southwestern Japan ~ Hiroshima, Kumanoto, Okayama, 
Okinawa, ‘Vakayama, and Yamaguchi. Opportunities for people of the lower 
classes in these arcas to attain business or professional succass - or 
oven cconomie socurity - were extremely limited as compared with thosc in 
other sections of Japan, Land holdings were small, soil was unproductive 
and agricultural mothods were primitive and inefficicnt. Fishing pro- 
vided a preearious and neager livelihood at best, The great industrial 
and commercial onterprises thon beginning to develop in central and north- 
ern Japan loft these poorcr and less accessible sections largely unaf- 
fected, All this is borne out by the fact that thousands of Japanese wore 
enticed from their homes to a tiny group of islands iiore than 4,000 miles 
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distant by the offer of “a minimum wage of }9 monthly with food or .15 
without food", and expected to be able to return to Japan at the expi- 
ration of their contract period with a stake putting tuen well on their 

way to financial security. (although iiost of the immigrants intended to 
return to Japan, it is a matter of record that comparatively few of then 
ever went back for nerianent residence, preferring for theselves and 
their families the greater advantages offered by reiuaining in Hawaii.) 


Ade hroughout the 5S years since the first mass Japanese imnicra- 
tion to Hawaii, most of the Japanese have maintained their identity as sons 
of the prefecture of their origin. This is particularly true of the Issei 
(first-generation Japanese) and of the Kibei (american-born Japanese who 
nave lived in or received a substantial part of their education in Japan). 
Br Japanese law the legal domicile of an individual is his hone village, 
or his family's home village, even though that individual may never have 
vigited Japan. Consequently even Nisei, a majority of wom were dual citi- 
zens, were conscicus of their prefectural origin, Over one-fourth of the 
apnroxinately 1600 Japanese orcanizations in Hawaii were societies of in- 
dividuals who came from tie saie villaze, county or prefecture, Visiting 
Japanese sailors, naval officers and government officials uave been enter- 
tained by those local Japanese whose ancestral homes were in tue sane pre- 
fecture as the visitors, Hany donations have been made by people from a 
eertain prefecture to soe cause in their hoc prefecture. any of those 
who left the plantations for other work in Hawaii took up tho principal 
occunation of their home prefecture, ivon sectional prejudices existing 
betwoon certain prefectures in Japan are in evidences aiong the Japanese in 
tlawail. 


456 Many of the small Javanese mercuants and shopkeoevors in Mawail 
originally cane from tiiroshima prefecture. These poonle are soncrally re- 
garded as snrewd traders and sharp business rien. B3y adopting low stan- 
aards of living and other cost-cutting short-cuts and by skillful barzain- 
ing in all their business transactions, many Japanese froia iiroshima have 
not only «ado a living for themselves and thoir familics out of thrir suall 
entorvrises, but in uany cases have becoie woaltny oven by «acorican stan- 
dards. 


46. Most of the Janancse fishernon in Hawali originated from Waka- 
yatia or Okinawa prefecture, Tmch of tue comercial fishing whicn sunplics 
Japan with svafiood takes placo off Wakayama nrefocturo, <Altvhouga thero is 
much fishing in the islands’ of the Ryukyu croup south of Japan proper, which 
couprise Okinawa profccture, it is subsistence fishing to a groater extent 
than in Wakayama. 


47. Yamaguchi prefecture provided a larger number of isiigrants to 
Mowaii than did any other prefecture. Tho OSHIMa GUNJINKAL (OSUDAA COUNTY 
PSOPLE'S SOCIETY) boasted of having a larger group of suvople in Bawaii 
than any other county of Javan, Oshima is located in Yanaguehi. lot only 
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were there more Javanese from Yamucuchi, but they probably constituted 
the most strongly nationalistic and militaristic Javanese sroup in the 
Islands, Many of the most prominent vro-Japanese individuals in iiawail, 


“now in custodial detention, were froin Yamaguchi. iore than 20% of all 


the Japanese "plece-of-orisin" societies were Yanayuchi groups, and tue 
files of this office show that they were active in all the pro-Japgnese 
affairs of the Territory. A large number of these socisties, particu- 
larly on the Island of Uawaii, bore the designation BOCHO KAlGal KYyor. 
(YALAGUGEI OVERSEAS ASSOCIATION). This nane indicates that the organi- 
zation was affiliated with a parent organization of the same nane in 
Yamaguchi, one of whose purposes was to maintain close contact witn and 
influence over all Yanacuchi people abroad.

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102. The sampan fleet of the Hawaiian Islands has long been sus- 
pected of engaging in espionage activities, exchanging crews with Japa- 
nese vessels in mid-ocean, and refueling Japanese submarines off shore. 
Although none of this has ever been proved, it is of interest to. note that 
a number of reports have cone into this office every year for the past few 
years to the effect that sampans were seen near fleet maneuvers or near 
targets during bombing practice. In many cases these sampans were identi- 
fied. 


103. On the other hand, a thorough investigation made by this of- 
fice of the amount of fuel sold to the sampan fleet based on all.the is- 
land in 1941 produced no evidence that this fuel was in excess of require- 
ments, and it is very unlikely that the fleet could have refueled even 
one submarine during the year. 


104. Another point of interest in the sampan fleet is tue report 
that it has been a refuge for many vears for deserters from visiting Japa- 
nese vessels and for cthers who have entered the Territory illesally. A 
nomber of these illecal entrants have been discovered working in the sane~ 
pan fleet and heuve been deported. By law, howsver, those alicns who 
entered prior to the enactment of the Quota Act of July 1, 1924 are not 
subject to deportation by reason of their illegal ontry. 


105. At lonst tee informants of this offics, one known to be high- 
ly reliable, have takcn cruises on fisning sanpans. One info wny (re- 
liability unknown) reported that before the war th es ans definitely 
engaged in smuggling narcotics, indulged in pitched battles and boarding 
parties among themselves, and mado nassaze between Japan and Mawaii. The 
other invermant observed only that there was sufficient space to carry 
fuel drums necessary for a trip to oe Both commented upon the muuber 
of aliens and Kibei included in the crews and on the fow crow monbers wno 
could speak English. Neither noticcd any evidence of the presence of 
Japanese naval officers. 


106, On May 31, 1939, Pearl Harbor and adjacent waters wore dc- 
elared a defensive sea arca by Presidential Froclamation. This affoeted 
the Hawaiian fishing industry te an extent, for in some soasons of the 
year Oahu fishormon gathercd one-hundred percent of their bait fish in 
Pearl Harbor, which is a productive feeding ground for nohu, a small fish 
used for bait. The order also directly affocted a Tow fishermen whose 
boats were berthed alons the Aica, Pearl City, and Waipahu shores of 
Paarl Harbor. Since the timo the Presidential Proclamation was issued, 
there heve been a number of cases of trespass in the dcfcusive sea ares, 
off the entrance to Pearl Harbor. Fishermen had veen accustomed to cross 
this area on passage from Barber's Point to Kewalo Basin, and found it 
difficult to break this habit. ioe a tine, there was an abortive move- 
ment, supported by the UNITED JaPAMeGb SOcleTy, to uave this area marked 
with signs, but nothing came of it. Thd Federal Burcau of Iivestijs.ticn 
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investizuted violations of these restrictions and secured conviction 
for trespass. However, no espionage activity was uncovered. 


107e Perhaps the nost’ interesting of these trespass cases arose 
in 1940 when one Ichiro DEKI, a professional photographer, and three 
companions were arrested while shore fishing from the Waipahu shore of 
Pearl Harbor at the time the fleet was putting to sea. After pleading 
muilty, and claiming ignorance of the law, the four received suspended 
sentences. Following the outbreak of hostilities, DEKI's home was 
searched and certain photographs declared to be of military importance 
were found in his possession. DEKI was sentenced to five years at hard 
labor by the Provost Court of Honolulu. 


108, It is of interest to note that when the Imperial Japanese 
Training Squadron visited ililo in 1939, it was greeted by a large flect 
of sampans. These sampans sailed to the entrance of llilo Bay to greet 
tne visitors, all the craft flying both the Japanese and american flags. 
A vhotograph cn file in this ¢*fiec indicates that the flags were cor- 
reetly flown, the American flag being the higher. 


109, In February, 1941, as wie result of almost a year's investi- 
gation by the United Stutes Custom oervice, a Federal grand jury at Hono- 
luly rendercd indictments against the three large fishing companies horo- 
sofore peaed and against seventy-one individuals, charging conspiracy to 
violate the navigation laws of the United States, The United States at- 
torney also filed libels to condemn ninctcen fishing vessels, specifi- 
cally, it was discovered that many fishing vesscls were alicn owned and 
operated, and that profits were aecruing to this alion ownership. How- 
over, to evade United States navigation laws prohibiting alion owner- 
ship of vessols, these craft had been registered in the noaics of citi- 
zon Japanese. Tho Honolulu Advertiser, a local newspaper, headlined 
this case by calling it an espionage investigation, and for this febri- 
ention was cited and fincd for contempt of court, 


110, A considcrable »ortion of the Japanese sampan flect was at 
sca when the Japanese attackod Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941. How- 
over, the sampans wore rapidly brought in, and no cvidenco has been un- 
covered which would indicate that any of these sampans acted in a sub- 
vorsive manner on these last trips. 


Te, Most of the sempans have becn ticd un sinece the outbreak 
of war. Tho fow which have boon permitted to put to sea for fisning 
purposes have been under strict observation and control, and no person 
of Japanese aneestry is pormitted to fish off shore.

press, the newspaners principally being bilingusl (Japanese and English). 
(This press was alicn omed for tho most part and complctcly alicn con- 
“trolled. OS 
113. Tho Japanese press subsistcd principally on three sour¢es of 
advertising: 
(a) From firms operated by mombors of tno Japanese community. 
(As alroady pointed out, these firms were largely alicn 
controlled.) 


(b) Local haole firms, (host of tne influence coming from 
this sourcc stommed diroctly or indirectly from the suger 
intorosts.) . 


(c) National advertisers; that is, advertising placed from 
tho Meiniand by firms producing nationally distributed 
products. 


114. The backbone of the language press was local Japane 
nosse The latter was tho most sonsitive to eriticism, the quickcst to 
complain, and conscaucntly best able to oxert pressure on the newspapers. 
The reason for this lay in the bilingual composition of the papers. Most 
of the pro-Jupanesc nationalistic sontinents expressed--the sentinicnts 
most likely to offond the haole community and national advertisors-- 
wore to be found in the Japanese section of the papers, which haole ad- 
vortisers did not oother to have translated. Consequently, the Japanesc 
soction could bo usod to express sentimonts most pleasing to the olion 
Japanese community and alicn readers gonerally, In this manner, the 
Tapanese newspapers could retain normally lores circulation cmiong Japanese 
readers, at the same time basing advortising rates charged anole Tirms 
on this circulation. Nocdless to say, tho English soction of the nows- 
papers generally wes so written ag not to offend hacle advertisers and 
readers. 


115. From 2 proud intelligence viewpoint, the chicf question con- 
corning these newspapers are two: How much did the Japencse language 
press lead public opinion? And, How much did it reflect public opinion? 


116. On the wholo, the nowspapars were far too coneerned with the 
aetivitics and sentiments of the alien Japancse sroup, ond failed dc- 
plornbly to renlize the scope and nature of thse problems confronting 
the Nisci, Those nowsnepors vainly editoralized in favor of Japencsc- 
Amorican omity, but, until 1941, continuclly took the position that 
amoricans misunderstood Japan. (and, while Nisci are iciown to have ex- 
pressed the thought that Japan misunderstood the United States, the 
apanese language press ig not known to have ever taken that position.)

The Japanese newspapers repeatedly expressed the opinion that if the 
‘Japanese residents would bring up their children to be good Javanese, 

it would follow that they would be good americans. Peradoxical as it 
moy seem} this position is not 4s illogical as it sounds, It is, how- 
ever, indicative of an abysmal failure to comprehend Anericen ideals 
and institutions. The basis for this belief was the thought that if 

a Japanese child were to absort such traditional Japenese idecls of 
respect for authority and filial piety, it would naturally follow tnat 
he would become 2 good American citizen. While this ig true, to the ex- 
tent that the Japanese, as a race, are law-abiding, industrious persons, 
gueh training in Japanese traditions gives then no background to assume 
the responsibilities of a citizen of a democracy. 


117. The Jopanese bilingual newspapers, reflecting the attitude 
of most alien Japanese in the community, beged the problem of deciding 
ultimate loyalty. This was as much as anything due to a failure to 
reclize that the problem existed. The alien Japanese (and, to a lesser 
desree, the Nisei) felt, not without just cause, that they were treated 
as social inferiors, and were extremely conscious of the fact. heir 
reaction was to scck psychological suelter ina feeling of pride in the 
feats of their own race. ‘When Japanese forees moved into China in 1937, 
the alien Japanese community in Hawaii cheered Japan. Those cliens were 
not anti-Amorican, but they were pro-Japaness. Ag long as lovalties 
coulda be divided, they remained divided. But, as it beeame more and 
moro apparent that Japanese aggression jin China would ultimetcly bring 
the United Statos and Japan to a clash, this chocring dicd down and was 
replaced by apprehension and considerable reflection. 


118. These nowspapors, even whaen their cry of Japiunese national- 
tiem had faded to a whisper, still romained conscious of the cver-present 


conflict of Japanese and American ideals, respectively, held by the Jape- 


nese aliens and the hacles in Hawaii. Expressions of loynlty to the 
United States set forth in the Japanese press virtually were ignored by 


the citizen community, which realized tnat tuose protest:tions locked tue 


forvor which characterized that pr 


oss's oxprossions cf sympathy for the 
Japanese cause in the "China Incidon

nt" in 1937 and 19338. 


119. It is difficult to estimate properly the actual influence of 
the Japanese langusge press in Bmreii. Undoubtedly, it had grecter in- 
fluonce with the older, alion Janancse, most of wnon could read only 
Japenese, if they could read at all; wherens tho Nisoi, who were educa- 
tod in Amorican schools and had buon more openly exposed to american in- 


flucnees and could in most cases read more EZaglisn than Japanese, favored 
the English section of the bilingual newspcpers, if they reed then at all. 


120. Circulation figures are one indication of the influence of a 
newspaper. In 1939, the combined daily circulstion of the vionolulu ad- 


yortiscr and the Honolulu Star-Bulletin, the two English dailios in nono- 
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lulu, averaged betwoon 55,000 and 60,000; «and, the conoined circulation 
of the Nippu Jiji and the Hawaii Hochi, Honolulu bilincual afternoon 
,anilios, ran betwoon 20,000 snd 25,000. {Figures for 1939 crc cited Do 
cnuso 1939 can ore nerrly be considered a normil your. Therosfter, with 
the great influx of defense workers and tne increase in sorvies persone 
nol, the circulation of the English languoge pepers approxiantely doubled 
in two years.) 


121, Wisoi informants of this office have stated that tao Jnpancce 
lancuage newspapors had far more influence in rurel areas than in the 
rolatively more sophisticated motropolitan Honolulu arson.

137. Sone of the ShintG sects in the Territory had numerous shrinss. 

Some of thase 
shrines were located in private hones and wero operated for the porsonal 
penucfit of the self-ordained priest or pri¢stess, This local brand of 
Siintoisn often capitulized upon the gullibvility of its followers in 
promising cures and prosperity to those who furnishod adesvate monetary 
support to the priest. The larger ohintS surines: the Dal Jincu, Izuno 
aisha, Kotonira Jinsha, aid Kato Jinsha, were responsible fer the prona- 
gation of Japancse thoucsht. Tho pricsts of thse guriices received in- 
structions rom tuc mothsr tuauple in Janan which, in a was actin: upon 
ordors of the state.

(8) Japanose Lanjuage seliools 

155. The first Japanese language school in Mawaii was founded 
in 1896 by Reverend Takie OKULURA, a Christian miuister wno still re- 
sides in Honolulu. OKUMURA, it is said, was horrified ot the Jepane se- 
Buglisn-Hawaiian jargon whieh the young Jabanese were gpeakiny. In this 
attitude he was not alone, for Japanese parents vere exnerienciny diffi- 
culty in communicating with and understanding their offanring’. OKUMURA's 
justitution therefore gatrered strong support in the Japanese co;gwnity, 
and the schools multiplied. 


156. Lancuaze schools were a prominent activity of various Buddnis 
sects, especially the liongwenji, and in a lesser way, Jodo, Soto, and Snin- 
son, iio0wever, in 1941, only about 20% of the lancuage sehools were coan~ 
ducted by Buddhist missions. The remainder were operated either by local 
Nihonjin Kai (Japanese Associations) or as a group enternrise by the Japa- 
nese community in which taey were located. 


157. The central Japanese language senool orsanization in viawail 
was the HAWAII KYOIKU KAI (Hawaii /Japanesce/ Sducational association). 
This organization dealt largely with broad riatters of policy, and its 
principal work lay in revisiny and editing the text pooks used by tne 
lansuace schools, host of the Janancse lancuage sehools in the Terri- 
tory used Kyoiky Kai textbooks, A few of tho Nongwanji genocols used

Fifteen of the visits were by merchant farine trainin; saips, frequently 
sailing vessels; and another 25 calls were nade by naval tankers. Throe 
of the tankers, the ERIMO, the GUIRTYa, and the IRO, were then regulars on 
this run, averaging two stops a year for this period. It was noticed that 
the captains of these ships frequently nad just core fron duty in the avy 
Ministry, from the Dubassy in London, or from the Japanese Office of Naval 
Intelligence, 


26h. In general, it was the training squadrons, witn their hundreds 
of enthusiastic vouns midshipacn, and the merchant copine training ships, 
waich usually carried 35 or 50 equally enthusiastic merenant in.rine cadets, 
who carried on the brunt of the propaganda activities. lowever, tie of- 
ficer personnel of the tankers, wio wero entertained with almost equal 
ceremony, wore pernaps tue most cffective propagandists of all in the

370. As of June 1, 1943, a total of 1,315 Japanese had been appre- 
hended, Of this figure, $12 were aliens, and 503.were citizens. However, 
87 aliens and 36 citizens have been released or paroled, An additional 
number of 7 aliens and 305 citizens have been released from internment by 
order of the Military Governor and evacuated to Mainland relocation camps. 
As of the above date, 718 aliens and 160 citizens--a total of 927 Japanese 
--remained in custody. All citizen Japanese are held in Hawaii, but 619 
of the interned aliens have been removed to internment camps on the Main- 
land. 


371. These figures compare with a total of about 2,200 Japanese -- 
all aliens -~ who have been interned on the Mainland, although apout 55%

(9) Repatriation 


3726 Programs outlined by the State Department for repatriation of 
Japanese nationals from the United States have naturally involved a cer- 
tain number of Japanese residents of the Hawaiian Islands. Two groups of 
Japanese from Hawaii nave already been repatriated, The first group was 
composed of eleven individuals, most of them officials of Japanese busi- 
ness firms whose hoadquarters are in Japan, such as the Japanese banks and 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha (steamship line}, This group accompanied the nem- 
pers of the Japanese consular’ staff aboard the S.S, GRIPSHOLM, which sailed 
from Now York City on June 19, 1942. The sccond group was composed of 40 
families (133 individuals) who left the Territory in August, 1942, for the 
hiainland, and who later sailed from New York City. 


3736 The Japanese Government has requested through the Spanish En- 
bassy the repatriation of 375 Japanese who were listed as being residents 
of Hawaii, and their familics, A thorough check of these names against the 
files of this office brought forth the following facts: 


346 are known to be in custodial detontion; 


7 are not known to be in custodial detention and are beolicved 
to be still at large; 


3 wore identificd as residents of the Mainland, not of Hawaii; 
2 are in prison;

exoressed nis concern about renatriation of Jananese resideics of Hawaii. 
fn the first place, it is believed that those Japanese whose repatriation 
nas been requested by the Japanese Government would be tnose ifio are most 
desirable to the Japanese Government from an intellisence viewpoint. In 
the second place, many Hawaiian Japanese were not taken into custody un- 

till well after Decenber 7, 1941. Those who were not arrested on December 
Jor were free to travel about and observe troop dispositions, sun emplace- 
ments, and beach defenses; tuey were free to observe Foarl Larbor and all 
vessels thorein from several unrestricted vantage points; they knew when 
convoys cane and left; they kmew the enanging tenor of public opinion. 
Even siest of tiiose who wera piaced in custody were for a time on Sand Is- 
lane’, in nonolulu harbor, and were able to observe ships in tiat harbor 
ami, to a lesser extent, vessels sntering and leaving Pearl Narber only 
few iiles distant. The third consideration is that the fanilics of nost 
of the detainees have been free all the tine to make nunerous observations 
ond ovtain information which would be of undisputcd value to Japants mili- 


ary and naval stratesists.

(a) Zvacuation fron the Territory 

380. In Octobor, 1942, plans were nade for tio soleetive evacuation 
of certain classes of Japanese Pro vawaii to the -uinland, to be earrica 
out as ship accommod:tions parmittcd. Tuis evacuation wag to bo in addi- 
tion to the removal from tac Territory of alicn Inpanese intornecs wo, 
under the Geneva Convention, ae not be interned in a tueater of war. Tho 
evacuees wore to bo dolivercd at Vout Coust ports to tne war avlocation an- 
thority for transportation to rusettlownt arcas. 

361. hee these plans wore nade, the following order of priority 
was arrange

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(a) Families of alien internees who have indicated a desire 
to be repatriated to Janan 


(>) Families of internees who are on relief 


(ec) Interned Mibei and their families 


(d) Interned Kibei who Go not have families in Nawaii

362. As of June 1, 1943, a total of 1,036 individuals falling in- 
to these classifications have been evacuated to iainland relocation canons, 
Included in this fisure are 305 citizen Japanese and 7 alien Jananese who 
had been interned, but had been released fron internment by order of tue 
liilitary Governor in order that they might ve sent to relocation carps. 
The last large group of evacuees devarted fron the Territory on larel 2, 
L943. 


383. For imany months after the outbreak of war, the Janarnese com- 
Hunity was periodically Gisturbed by rusiors of compulsory cfiuss evacuation. 
On sovenber 5, 1942, Licuteanant General Delos 0. Bimens, iilitery Goversor 
of slavaii, publicly announced teat there would be no mass evaevetion of 
Japanese from the Territory, ie stated that the arty had no desire to 
evacuate all Japanese from the Territory, that transportation facilities 
for such a move were lackins even if it were desirable, and that such 
evacuation as occurred woula be voluntary, chiefly anon: those whose pre- 
seuce in Hawaii was not useful to the war effort. 


BGs mowever in January, 1943, a brochure of correspondenee advo- 
eating the evacusticn of 106,600 Javanese from the Territory vas published 
by John a. BALCH, chairtan of tho poard of directors of the lintusl Tele- 
phone Company of Hawaii, ALC? argued that the Japanese wore a votential 
fift:. colwan, and that economically the Japanese would eventually dominate 
tne islands and fores tic haoles out. The vlan was received with little

tarests of the islands, solieviny that such a wove world violontly disrupt 
tac suger-pineapple cconomy of tue Territory, wore completely opposed to 
bac plan althou;h they made no public statonent. The Tapancse comunity, 
wowever, was dishiayed, and a week efter the wubliention of the brochure 
cone Lilitary Governor azain publicly reiterated the statement bo had jade 
in Noveriber. 
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(b) The Kaneohe Pocket 
385. The Kanoohe Pocket is an area lying between the ocean and the 


Koolau mountain range, between Makapuu Point and Lae O Ka Olio (about 20 
miles apart) on the coast of Windward Oahu. In this area are lecated the 
Naval Air Station, Kaneohe, and other important military reservations and 
installations. Shortly after the outbreak of war, this office made @& sur- 
voy of Japanese sales between the ages of 16 and 65 who were then residing 
in the Kaneohe Pocket. This survey indicated that in this Grea were re- 
siding 415 alien Jananese, 70 Kibei, and 337 Nisei who claimed that they 
had never been to Japan, : 


386, The Japanese residing in the Kaneohe Pockct have beon suspected 
by this office for the following rcoasons: 


(i) Prior to the outbreak of war, the Japanese Consulate ar- 
ranged for a system of shorc-to-ship signaling to be oper- 
ated in this aren. It is belioved that this system was 
never actually placed in operation, However, the selection 
by the Consulate of this arca is believed significant. (See 
Paragraph 324). 


(ii) One of the midgct submarines which participated in the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor traveled from Pearl ilarbor complctcly 
around to the other (windward) side of the island. There 
the submarine was grounded on a recf off shore. The con- 
mandor swam ashore and was subsequently captured. He lator 
stated that he had intended to seck rofuge with the Japa- 
nese rosidents of Windward Qanu. 


(iii) About midnight on July 25, 1942, an alicn Japanese house- 
boy, one Giichiro UYENO, was secon prowling along the shore- 
line in the Weimanalo arca on Windward Oshu. He was in 
the vicinity of a machine gun position. When challenged 
by a sentry, he turned and flcd. In the pursuit that fol- 
lowod he was shot and killed. It was discovered that nae 
was carrying a flashlight which was not dimmed with bluc 
as required by orders of the Military Governor, but there 
is somo cvidenee to indicate that previously the flash- 
light had been properly dimmed. UYENO's presonce out of 
doors after curfew was also a violation of the orders of 
tho Military Governor. On the same night, a short tine 
before UYENO was shot, there was evidence indicating the 
possible presenco of an cnemy submarine in this vicinity. 

(iv) For a period of several months, the Naval Air Station, 
Kancohe, recorded numerous unidentificd surface radar plots 
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{c) Other Areas 


390, From time to time responsible officials have recommended the 
"evacuation of other areas, particularly those adjacent to Pearl Harbor and 
to Lualualei, on which reservation is situated the Fleet Ammunition Depot. 
However, no widespread evacuation of Japanese aliens from any vital areas 
has yet taken place. 


(4) Public Opposition to Evacuation 


391. “he most articulate opposition to the evacuation of alien 
Japanese has come from Walter F. DILLINGHAM, director of island food pro- 
duction. hire DILLINGHAM's thesis, as reported in the Honolulu Star-Bul- 
letin on February 25, 1943, is that removal of the alien Japanese would 
seriously cripple attempts to make the islands self supporting. At that 
time Mr, DILLINGHAN is reported to have stated to a committee of the Ter- 
ritorial House of Representatives that he had already "plugged" (presu- 
mably "prevented" ) the removal of several thousand alion Japanese. (ie 
should be pointed out that Mr. DILLINGHAM has no personal authority for 
such a move.) 


392. On April 21, 1943 he was reported in the daily papers as re- 
ferring to an incident at Lualualei. ‘Twenty-three Japanese farmers had 
becn orderod evacuated, but, to quote the newspapor account, "Going right 
to the top, Mr. DILLINGAAL protested that the military was asking Hawaii 
to grow more food aud at the same time running the professional farmers out 
of the country. The removal order was rescinded." The farmers returned 
to their land “with the understanding that an overt act committed by any . 
of them would automatically mean their removal from that area." 


393. kr. DILLINGHAM is a well known Honolulu capitalist. 


(11) Presont Status of the Japanese Consulate 


394. Tho Japanese Consul-Gencral and his staff were placed in’ 
protective custody on Deconber 7, 1G41. The clerks of the Consulate, 
however, who did not reside on the Consulate grounds, merely refrained 
from returning to work, All of them, whon intorviewed, stated that thoy 
considered their employment at the Consulate terminated as of Decomber 7,

395. In February, 1942, the staff of the Consulate was removed to 
tho Wainland United States,‘and the duties of the Congulato were taken 
over by Dr. Gustaf W. OLSON, the honorary Swedish Viec Consul in Honolul-

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350. Almost tinmediately after the attack on Poarl Javvor on

353. a rutor which was prevalent in onolulu, reported tnat ‘hig 
arrows had been cus in cane fields for the purpose of directing Jananese 
aviators to Pearl Mardor, lickan Field, and other military objectives. This 
was investigated, but unlike ost of the ruiiors, it was possible to trace 
it to its orivzinal sovrea. The investigation nevaalen that the basis of 
the runor was a miginterpretation and elaboration of an innocent situation. 
Fron a simple stery in the besinning, this rumor roaecned thie following 
fori: "Despite the fact taat the dawn patrol, waiel went up at 5 avn. re- 
ported nothing abnorual, anerican officers told ne trat it was disecvered

396. The four principal Consulate clerks were taken into custody 
in September, 1942, and were subsequently interned. However, they were 
later released from interment by order of the Military Governor and 
evacuated to Mainland relocation centers. 


(12) Wartime Commercial activities 

397. Although the economic grip of the alien Japanese on the 
Japanese community has been lessened considerably since tne outoreak of 
war by the internment of most of the prominent alien businessmen, some 
vestige of alien cconomic influence still remains. Investigation by the 
counter intelligence division of Militery Intelligence indicates that 
aftor nine months of war, on¢-hundred sixteen incorporated business or- 
ganizations and partnerships, operated and controllcd in whole or in part 
cy rosident Japanese aliens, or by aliens residing in Japan, were still 
doing business in the Territory of Hawaii. ‘During the year 1941, these 
firms did a gross business of more than #20,500,000,00 on assets of more 
than $14, 700,000.00. ; 


396. In many cases the aliens wao control these companies have 
been placed in custodial detention; to some dogroc the management, and 
in cortain cases even the owncrship, of these businesses nave passed into 
the hands of Nisei. However, a large percentage of tac profit is still 
accruing to the blocked accounts of aiicn owners. 


399. In spite of a shortage of certain types of merchandise, the 
Japanose-owned business houses have continued to carry on a rather. pro- 
fitadle trade, All Japanose firms which fornerly dealt in imports have 
found little difficulty in making the trensition to the sale of American- 
made soods. This change was mado necessary because of the obvious in- 
ability to obtain their former stock. 


400. The assets of two of the three Jananese banks of Honolulu, 
tho Sumitomo Bank of Hawaii and the Pacific Bank, have already been 
liquidated, and all depositors and creditors were paid in full. At the 
presont time, the liquidation of the assets of the third Japanese bank, 
tac Yokohama Specie Bank, Ltd., of Iionolulu, is taking plucc, and it is 
expected that the process will be completed within the next fow months.

(13) Religion Since December 7, 1941 


‘ 401. Since the outbreak of war, most Buddhist and Shinto priests 
have been placed in custody. Services were completely abandoned for a 
period immediately after the outbreak of war. 

402, There are now a few Buddhist temples functioning, although 
they confine themselves largely to funeral and marriasce services. However, 
at least one temple, in Hilo, is reported to be holding services every Sun- 
day. 


403. Althourh the large ShintdS temples have been closed, it is be- 
lieved that there is a certain amount of ShintS worship still going on’ at 
personal shrines in individual homes, At least one, and possibly more, 
shrines of the Tenrikyo sect arc believed to be still active. 


404. The property of the great Izumo Taisha shrine in Honolulu was 
given to the City and County of Honolulu. Sone difficulty was experienced 
in making this transaction at first, inasmuch as the property was cricun- 
bered with an unpaid balance on the mortgage. However, a wealthy alien 
Japanese, who preferred to remain anonymous, paid off this balance and the 
transaction was completed. 

405. In Marck, 1943, the Tax Commissioner of tne Territory stated 
thet henceforth ShintS shrines and propertics would be unable to secure 
tax exemptions, taking the position that they are not relisious institu- 
tions, Since the outbreak of war, no ShintS organization has filed a re- 
turne 


(14) Japanese Organizations Since Decombor 7, 1941 


706% All but a very fow of the moro than 1,800 Japanese organiza- 
tions which were functioning in the Territory prior to December 7, 1941, 
coased all their activities at the start of the war. This is ospecially 
true of certain groups of organizations which were directly affected by 
alien influences --such wajor associations as the Honolulu Japanese Chamber 
of Comueree and Industry, the Honolulu Japanese Contractors’ Association, 
the United Japanese Socioty of Honolulu and their counterparts on other 
islands; the placc-of-origin organizations, the place--cv-loval residence 
organizations {most of which were affiliated with the Unlted Jonenese 50- 
ciety of similar associations); organizations connected with Shints or 
Buddhist socts; organizations concerned with the Japenose language‘ schools. 
These have eithtr completely disbanded or have become inactive for the 
duration of the war. 


407. Many of the organizations which disbanded or inactivated thon- 
selves turned their assets over to such agencies as the Amcrican Red Cross,

409. All foreign Lancuage schools in the Territory were closed on 
Deeonber 5, 1941, by order of he. Ailitary Governor, and wnat tine 
nore Jas attennpted to reopen, In ad¢@ition to the 1O4 Japano: Llacniace

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I. Introduction; Hishlisnts of tne rroblen 


le The purpose of this report is to summarize and collate many as- : 
pects of Japanese activity in the Hawaiian Islands.as a problen of inter- 
nal security; a previous report has considered the problem of Jananese 
espionase in the Territory. The question of the lovalty of Japanese in 
Hawali to the United States arises so fundanentally from their social 
organization, tueir economic position, their religious beliefs, and taeir 
racial psycholosy, tuat exanination of tunese three’phases has been con- 
sidered essential in order to present an objective, well-Tfoundec picbure 
in reasonable perspective, ' 


ae Out of a total noriial population of approwinately 450,000, there 
are inthe Hawaiian Islands about 160,000 Jananese, coumrisingz’ 35,000 
aliens.and 125,000 United States citizens of Jananese ancestry, including 
an estimated 4,500 or nore Kibei (Japanese born in tae United States put 
raised and educated in Japan.) 


oe Large nuiibers of Jananese were Tirst brousht to Nawaii in 1553 
by Hawaiian sugar planters desperately in need of encap labor, Lvoentually 
the proportion of Japanese in the islands becane so urcat that Japan be- ' 
gan to have ideas of aurmexation, but since any such nove vould nave brought 
an unwanted clash with major powers, only a forial protest resulted when 
Hawali was finally acguired by the United States, The “avallan Japencse 
thus brought under United States rule by this annexation, and by future 
immigration, organized themselves into a tightly kmit community that has 
clung tenaciously to Japanese social forms in spite of the ancricarnization: 
subsoquontly acquired by the Nisei at ancrican schools. a Territory—vids 
system of Japanesc language schools was cstablished so tnat Jananose 
children would learn tho language and lore of thoir anccstors, and so 
cherished wore these scnools that a legal battle for ticir proservation 
was fought and won in the Supreme Court of the United States. anong 
. other functions, those schools provided conters waere Japanose teacaurs 
so inclined could explain Japan's destiny in «sia. 


: de This Japanose comunity supported its omm nowspeanror and magu- 
Zines. Most of these publications displayed ill-conecaled adniration for 
Japan's "manifest dostiny" and scolded tho United States and Britain 

for interfering, Thore is souothing in the fepancse charactor that dravs 
him into clubs and socictics of all sorts. Moro tran 1,600 purely Jana- 
nese organizations wore known to have existed in the havaiian Islands 

prior to the outbreak of war, Many wore innocuous, iany pro-Japancsc. 

Tho Japanese must lave his relision, and he brought it with him to tne 
Hawaiian Islands, Shintd shrines and temples woro ostablished, and fron 
Japan came pricsts who strossed Emperor worship. The Japancso also brousnt 


~ 1a . 
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Japanese Buddhism, and with it nore priests from Japan. oudadpism is in 
itself no more danzerous than any other religion, but Japan nas sub- 
verted its doctrines, and its priests spent much time spreading Jasan's 
great message, especially to younger Japanese. In fine, the Japanese 
transplanted their ancient roots to Mawail, and could not forzet roots 
in Japan. Older aliens returned to Japan, leaving their cuiléren in 
Yawaiis Others made trips to Japan, sent their children to Japan for 
visits, or study, or even to be raised there and then return to Havall. 


5 The hub of this community was the Japanese Consulate whica, 
in adGition to engaging directly in military and economic espicnuge, 
waintained close liaison with Japanese business leaders, the priests, 
and the principals of the Japanese language schools, ‘The Consulate es- 
tablished and maintained a network of toritsuginin, agents or go-bectween 


men, who assisted the Japanese in satisfying the requirements of Japanese 


officialdom in nattors of rozistering births, deaths, marriazes, defor- 
nent of military service, and at times obtained less innocent intelli- 
genee.

Oe Japan kept in touch with her Mawaiian colony in other ways 
as woll. Ships of the Nippon Yuseon Kaisha passed through Monolulu on 
rogular schedules, Nunocrous visitors from Japan passed turough, sovie 
pausing long cnough to study and "improve" rolations. A continuous 
stroan of Japanese Naval training vessels and Wavy tankers provided the 
Japanese community with the opportunity to display its hospitality. In 
turn, officers and nen lectured, took "sightsecing trips* and visited 
fricnds on Aiea Uoishts, whore they could sip their toa in full sight 
of Pearl Harbor spread out bofore ther, 


7V. The outbreak of the "China Incident" spread waves of en- 
thusiasm through the Japanose community which contributed large suis of 
noney to Japanese army and Navy relicf, Later the Japancse on the Is- 
land of Hawaii attcinted to poddle Japancse war bonds, but were frus- 
trated by the Securitiss and Exchange Commission. In pique, trey con- 
tributed a fighter plans to the Japancse Navy. Other sinilar gifts were 


“made. Now trucks, an ambulance and thousands of imonbuturo {confort kits) 


woro sont from Eawaii to Japanese soldiors fighting for tha himeror. 
Tour parties from Hawaii visited hospitalized soldicors and soilors in 
Japan and "comforted" them. 


8. The homoland was not uneratoful for all this, ‘Notes of 
thanks were sont to overy contributor, and considerable vfrort was siade 
to explain Japan's Holy ‘Jar to Hawaiian Japanese. Propaganda fils were 
shown throughout the Territory. Tho language newspapers wore blatantly 
pro-Japaneso, and Radio Tokyo blandly kept Uawaiian Japanose inforned.

Late in 1940 this was climexed with an attempt to organize oa fifth column, 


Ds 
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controlled trom Tokyo. It was called the Overseas Janranese Central So- 
ciety. Its executive director was General SUZUKI, renowned for sinilar 
4vork in China, But Javan's efforts were a year or so late. The Japanese 
in Hawaii were alread apprehensive concerning their position in a Japa- 
nese~sAnerican war. 

9. The events of December 7, 1941, and the months thereafter Trage 
mented the Japanese community. The Consulate was closed. The Consulate 


advisors, the toritsuginin, the priests and the languare school principels wore 


with few exceptions interned. The language schools were closed. Tue tivo 
romaining newspaners were strictly censored. The orgaiizations failed to 
moot. In short, the community was leaderless. 


LO. The two Japanese in Hawaii who had the vost opvortunity to turn 
traitor--two on the Island of HNiihau~-did so. Most of the rest wore be-~ 
wildered or apprenersive of retaliation. 


ll. They are more stable now, and certain groups, largely Sisei, 
have shorm in a strong and positive mammer that thvy are really loyal 
Americans. To date nore than 3,000 nave joined american coubat forces. 


lz. But the majority of the community has displayed only a passive 
acceptances of the situation, and their loyalty in time of extreme crisis 
cannot be guaranteed by any rosponsible agency. 


13. The District Intclligonce Officer considers this situation dan- 
eerous. Too fow Japanose (about 2,000) have beon interned, ovacuated, or 
otherwise neutralized. Too many Japanese of doubtful loyalty are sottled 
close to vital naval and military installations, and constitute a tuarcat 
to security. Rocawendatious for improving this situation have beon sade 
in ‘the conclusion of this report, 


14. The year 1937 has been selected as u donarcation point between 
sections:of this report deeause that yoar saw the bovinning of the "China 
Incident" with tts concomitant intensification of pro-Japanese feclins 


among the Japanese in Hawaii. Also coincident with the Japancse invasion 


of China was the bringing into focus of the basic differences of the Anecri- 


can and Japanose policies in the Pacific. This assisted in determining 

a yardstick with which to measure the intensity of an individualta pro- 
Japancse foclines, and pro-Japunese sentiments expressed after the out- 
broak of the China war ere believed more valid than those oxprossed burore 
that timc.

3. However, on or about January 14, 1943, when elements of the 35th 
Infantry had taxen over a large Japanese bivounc area near Hill 43 on Guadal~ 
canal, a private, Company "B", 35th Infantry, pioked up a Japanese officer's 
leather pouch, containing papers, maps, photographs and an extremely attrac 
tive Ronson combination cigarette case and lighter engraved with the inscrip- 
tion, "WE P, XY, CHONG," 


4, The informant has personally seen the case and lighter and raises 
the question as to what a Japanese officer on Guadalcanal was doing with a 
valuable article bearing the name of a presumably loyal Chinese-American 
businessman in Hawaii, The case was retained in the possession of the en- 
listed man finding it (name unknown), but details of the discovery together 
with other articles in the pouch were turned over at the time to thse 5-2, 
lst Battalion, 25th Infantry.

REMARKS AND CONCLUSIONS : 


A total of approximately 4300 phonograrh records wore confiscated in the 
Territory. A complete list of the phonograph record dealers of the Torritory 
was obtained from the Kutual Telephone Co. of Honolulu and the R. A. Hows Vo. 
of 816 Fort St., Honolulu, wholesalers of phonograph records who also furnished 
the names of dealers whom they had not supplied, inasmuch as these last named 
had submitted old records through them as scrap. The submission of one old 
phonograph record in order to socure three new records is required by a Jar 
Produstion Board ruling, since the shelleo composition of phonograph records 
ja a Defense iten. 


The percentage of nationalistic phonograph records in the stocks of the
